M ix with m ilk into a th in hatter and bake 
at once on a hot griddle. 
Rice G riddle Cakes—Cook the rice un­ 
til perfectly soft, drain dry and mash w ith

STAYING AT HOME. 
T he husband of the future will doubt­ 
less be quite as happy as the husband of 
the present, but be will have accustomed 
him self to some radical changes. One who 
has already felt the touch of the new 
sp irit said the other day to m e: 
“I do 
not wish my wife to stay at home all the 
time. 
She has an angelic tem per natural­ 
ly, but when she remains w ithin doors for 


quart of milk, and lastly three well-beaten 
eggs. 
Bake in thin cakes. 
Cornmeal Cakes—Two teaspoonfuls of 
baking powder and one teaspoonful of salt 
added to one quart of sweet milk, with 
sufficient cornmeal to make a thin batter; 
no eggs or butter are used. The cakes bake 
quickly to a rich brown and are tender 
and light. 
A very delicious and sweet pancake is 
made by taking one pint of sweet milk, 
four eggs, two tablespoonfuls of powdered 
sugar, two tablespoonfuls of m elted butter, 
one teaspoonful of baking powder, and 
flour enough to make a moderately thin 
batter. 
Beat the eggs, w hites and yolks 
separately, until well frothed; stir the 
butter, sugar and one cupful of flour, into 
which the baking powder has been mixed, 
into the yolks; then add the m ilk. 
If 
needed, add more flour. 
Bake in small 
cakes, butter each one as it comes from the 
fire, place four in a pile, with very thin 
layers of sweet jelly between and jiowdered 
sugar over the top. They should be baked 
very thin and four served to each person. 
It will be observed that a little sugar 
added to any kind of griddle cake batter 
will give a pretty golden-brown color 
when baked. 
W hen the griddle needs cleaning rub it 
thoroughly w ith salt, instead of washing 
w ith water so often. 
The salt removes 
the surplus grease and keeps the griddle 
pure and prevent» the batter from sticking 
when baking. 
Always use a good pancake turner for 
turning the griddle cakes. 
Some people 
have good luck w ith a knife for a turner, 
but this is ant to break the cake and works 
so much slower than 
a 
long-handled 
turner. 
The purest and richest syrup for pan­ 
cakes is made by dissolving sugar iu the 
proportion of three pounds of sugar to one 
pint of water. 
M any persons prefer the 
flavor of syrup made from New Orleans 
sugar to th at of the white sugar.

G ranting th at ghost stories are some­ 
times the product of imagination or indi­ 
gestion, or both combined, there are many 
records of supernatural appearances and 
revelations which seem to defy skepticism 
and to invite criticism and investigation in 
a m anner which is calculated to impress 
the im partial reader or hearer w ith the 
conviction not only th at the narrator be­ 
lieves in what he says, but also th at lie 
has good grounds for so doing. 
To accept 
the orthodox theory th at supernatural 
appearances 
are 
impossible 
and 
that 
dream-warnings 
are 
imaginary, 
it 
is 
necessary to believe that from tim e imme­ 
morial mendacity has been alarm ingly 
common. 
Horace speaks of 
A vision alter midnight, when dreams are true, 
and thousands of poets and authors have 
indorsed the sentim ent. 
To prove that in 
many instances coming events have been 
predicted, actual occurrences depicted and 
possible contingencies explained by dreams 
is not a difficult m atter, if the testimony of 
men of good repute is accepted. 
Some­ 
times it is noton the evidence of dreamers 
alone th at judgm ent must be based. 
A 
few hours before the ill-fated ship London 
started on its last voyage from the city 
afier which it was named, a gentleman 
named Howell, who had secured passage 
for himself and family, was warned in a 
dream th at the ship would founder in a 
gale. 
H e was so impressed w ith the vis­ 
ion, or whatever it may be called, th at he 
forfeited the passage money, and tried, 
though w ithout success, to get his baggage 
put off. 
H e also reported the warning to 
several passengers, and was finally th reat­ 
ened with arrest and confinement as a 
hopeless lunatic. 
N ot long after Howell 
said to a friend: 
“It’s a mercy we didn’t sail in the Lon­ 
don.” 
“W hy ?” was asked. 
“She sank yesterday. I saw it all clearly 
while asleep.” 
W hen the report of the sinking of the 
vessel was received some of the neighliors 
had sufficient curiosity to hunt up the date, 
and their statem ents showed th at the 
vision was as accurate as the warning. 


CLERICAL DREAMERS. 
I t is difficult to explain this story except 
by an indorsement of M ilton’s theory that 
Millions ol spiritual beings walk Ibe earth 
Unseen, hotfi when we sleep and when w« 
wake. 
Dr. Buckley, the celebrated English di­ 
vine and linguist was by no means a 
dreamer, in the ordinary sense of the 
word, but he narrated several dreams with 
prophetic import, and his ghost story has 
been retold so often that a mere reference 
to it is sufficient. 
A clerical acquaintance 
of the doctor’s shared his belief in the su­ 
pernatural, and would entertain friends by 
the hour with stories in which dreams and 
ghosts were prominent. 
This clergyman’s 
favorite anecdote was this : 
F or years he 
had associated with an old gentleman who 
was an inveterate smoker. 
One afternoon 
the friend arrived as usual, smoking his 
pipe, and gave his host some important 
advice. 
So grave and dogmatic was the 
usually vivacious old gentleman, and so 
singular was his disappearance, th at the 
clergyman mentioned 
the circumstance 
to his wife. 
Later in the evening he 
learned th at his old friend died at the 
very hour of his mysterious visit. 
There may not be any direct connection 
between spooks and dreams, though there 
are many who believe that dream warn­ 
ings are uttered by the spirits of departed 
friends. 
This was the opinion of R ichard­ 
son, the explorer, who, while on a perilous 
voyage and in doubt as to what course to 
pursue, received a supernatural h in t to 
“steer north.” 
H e steered north, and sub­ 
sequent events proved conclusively th at by 
so doing he saved a number of lives. 
Sailors are proverbially superstitious, and 
not entirely w ithout cause, if a tenth of 
the dream-warning stories of the sea are 
reliable. 
Among the best authenticated 
of these is the one which tells of a Captain 
dream ing that some shipwrecked sailors 
were on a ledge of rocks. 
The picture was 
very vivid, and ju st after daybreak the 
Captain was astonished to see the counter­ 
part of his dream, so far as the rocks were 
concerned. 
H e cast anchor and ordered a 
boat to the rocks, w ith the result that nine 
persons were discovered at the point of 
death from famine and exposure. 


THE CAPTAIN KNEW TOO MUCH. 
Then there is the story of Captain 
Ilernside, whose good ship was wrecked 
because he declined to heed the warning 
of his first officer. 
The Captain told the 
story against him self repeatedly, and was 
so impressed hv the circumstance th at he 
never went to sea again. The story is this: 
One afternoon while the first officer was 
asleep he dream t th at the ship was steer­ 
ing clear into some hidden but deadly 
rocks. Very vividly was the 
scene de­ 
picted. 
H e saw the good ship strike, he 
saw the men a t the pumps working for 
very life to keep down the water, which 
insisted on rising in spite of all efforts; he 
saw them abandon the effort in despair 
and take to the boats, and he saw the 
good ship reel over and disappear beneath 
the waters. 
The Captain listened good- 
linmoredly to the excitedly narrated story, 
and then advised the mate to go and “sleep 
it off,” or he wouldn’t be fit to take his 
watch. 
A few m inutes later the ship 
struck the rocks, and the subsequent events 
were precisely as foretold. 
The psychological romance, “The W o­ 
man of the Dream,” is the record of actual 
occurrences, and so very feebly are the 
personages and places disguised that when 
the story first appeared the hero and hero­ 
ine protested warmly against their private 
affairs being made public. 
The heroine’s 
name was not “Mabel Eastwood,” but that 
was w hat the novelist calls her. 
Mabel 
was supposed to be engaged to a certain 
Mr. Trefusis, although 6he had more than 
once declined to accept that gentleman’s 
attentions. 
One evening while sitting 
w ith a friend she was observed to be ex­ 
ceptionally nervous, and finally went into 
a species of trance. 
W hile in this condi­ 
tion she was seen to mechanically trace a 
face picture, although she was not an 
artist and had never been known to a t­ 
tem pt to draw. 
The friend drew near and 
observed th at it was the portrait of a man, 
and th at the features were more striking 
than liecoming. 


A HAPPY ENDING. 
W hen Miss Mabel emerged from the 
trance, or threw ofl the peculiar influence 
which had overpowered her, the friend 
asked who it was she had been drawing. 
The reply was she did not know, except 
th at she was convinced fate had ordained 
her to be under the influence of the origi­ 
nal of the portrait. 
W hen on the follow­ 
ing day th at original visited the house 
and was introduced to “Mab,” th at voung 
lady Dearly fainted, and the gentleman 
seemed almost as much affected. 
Stanford, 
the owner of the face which had been 
drawn during the trince, explained shortly 
afterwards th at he had had a sim ilar “vis­ 
ion,” and th at Miss Mabel was the lady 
whose comely features he had been in­ 
spired to sketch. 
There could be only one 
ending to such a chapter of accidents, and 
it was Mr. and Mrs. Stanford who protested 
to both author and publisher th at private 
confidence had been betrayed. 
A very interesting romance has been 
woven round a decidedly prosaic dream 1 


which led to a long and tedious lawsuit. 
A boy was adopted by a rich uncle, wbo 
made him his heir, executing a will in his 
favor. 
T he uncle went to China on bus­ 
iness, and while he was there the nephew, 
who had grown into manhood, dream t that 
he saw the old gentleman and a strange 
woman in a room furnished in Oriental 
style. 
Both gradually turned into corpse 
candles, the woman finally disappearing a 
few seconds before the man. 
Ju st at this 
tim e the nephew married, and attributing 
his dream to dyspepsia and love-sickness, 
thought no more of the m atter until sub­ 
sequent events brought it to his recollec­ 
tion. 
The complications which followed 
were remarkable, although every fact was 
sworn to as such in the English Courts. 
In the first place, 
the Chinese mails 
brought word that the uncle had married, 
and had died before his honeymoon was 
well o v e r; and th at the newly-married 
couple had succumbed simultaneously to 
cholera on the very day of the dream. 
A PLOT WHICH THICKENED. 
N ext it appeared th at the nephew's wife 
had been disinherited by a rich relative 
in favor of a distant connection, who was 
none other than the lady who for but a 
few weeks had been the wife of the rich 
uncle. 
The legal complication was com­ 
plete. 
The English Probate Court de­ 
cided th a t the uncle’s m arriage invali­ 
dated his will, and that, as his estate con­ 
sisted of personal property only, it must 
be divided among his surviving relatives 
in due proportion. 
But the “rich rela­ 
tive” had also died about a week before 
th e beneficiary of his will, and as the 
property was all real estate it must go to 
th e beneficiary’s next of kin. 
Then the 
nephew remembered th at in the dream 
the woman died first, sent an agent to 
China and ascertained th at this was the 
case, and on an appeal it was held th at the 
real estate passed from the wife to her 
husband and from the husband to his next 
of kin, who happened to be the nephew. 
T he last named was severely cross-exam­ 
ined as to the dream, but his evidence was 
not shaken. 
H is dream helped him to a 
fortune. 
TWO HUNDRED TO ONE. 
The influence of dreams is not always 
salutary, and there are instances m which 
men have been prejudiced and even ruined 
by following advice given them during 
their sleeping hours. 
A young English­ 
man of good birth and prospects was in­ 
duced to gamble in consequence of a dream, 
and he finally died “dead broke” on a well- 
known race course. 
The m ain incidents in 
hi9 history were made the plot for a very 
readable novelette, but the evidence at the 
inquest was as follows:

were crimson and orange. 
After awhile 
he saw another race, in which there were 
fewer horses, and which was won by a 
black filly. 
In the m orning he read the sporting 
columns of the daily papers, and found 
th at horses corresponding with the winners 
of his dream were rank outsiders in the 
Derby 
and 
Oaks 
respectively. 
After 
worrying himself into a fever, he decided 
to wager on a “double event,” and when a 
responsible bookmaker offered him 200 to 
1, he literally “went and sold all that he 
had” and backed the outsiders. 
Both 
races were run and won exactty as he had 
foreseen in his dream, and young Neville 
at 23 found himself the owner of a for­ 
tune. 
L ittle good did it do him. 
H e 
abandoned his studies, becoming a race 
frequenter and an inveterate gamoler. 
In 
fire years he was a Jieggar, and, after a 
long illness, he decide*' to quit the tnrf 
and work for his living. 
A few years of 
laborious dirt-shoveling and stone-break­ 
ing enabled him to save enough money to 
go into business on a small scale, and at 35 
he was a fairly prosperous tradesman. 
Then he again dream t of a double event, 
sold out his business and even his surplus 
wearing apparel, and put every cent on it. 
In the first race his horse won, and by 
hedging he could have assured himself ot 
a life competency. 
But he refused to do 
this, and although the dream horse won in 
the second race as well, in was disquali­ 
fied, and N eville’s body was found on the 
outskirts of the heath. 
H e had died of 
over-excitement 
and 
despair, but the 
Coroner’s jury called it “heart failure.” 
A DREAM SAVED A LIFE. 
A clergyman of the English Episcopal 
C hurch— the Church of England—once 
saved the life of a young girl who had 
loved well, but not wisely. 
He did so at 
the instigation of a voice which called 
him from sleep one very dark and miser- 
ble night. A practical, matter-of-fact man, 
he seldom dreamt, and was inclined to be 
a trifle severe on people who were guilty 
of such an indiscretion. 
But on the night 
in question he dream t that a daughter of 
one his parishioners had just left her home 
and gone out in the darkness to meet her 
betrayer, who had promised to meet her 
in a secluded spot and convey her to a 
place where her baby m ight be born in 
secrecy and safety. 
The man was at the 
place of meeting a long tim e before the 
appointed hour, and spent the period of 
waiting in the singular occupation of dig­ 
ging a grave. 
The clergyman woke with a start, and 
springing out of bed, dressed rapidly and 
hurried to the field, in which the meeting 
in the vision had taken place. H e arrived 
in time to see the meeting between the 
two who had once been lovers, and to see 
the man hurl the girl to the ground by 
the side of the open grave and raise his 
spade in the air as if to knock her brains 
out. 
The parson was an athlete by nature 
and by college training, and the blow he 
bestowed on the would-be assassin made 
th at individual see stars and think himself 
some one else. 
The girl was the one seen 
in the dream, and she was taken home and 
cared for. 
The man was also cared for— 
by the police. 
A t the trial the clergyman 
was asked the question, what he was doing 
in the field at 3:30 A. M. on a damp and 
cold night; in reply he narrated the 
dream. 
This story is true down to m inute 
details. 
The dream er has been said to 
have been the Bishop of Sodor and Man, 
but it was really the Rev. H erbert PowyB, 
a B. A. of Oxford. 


C uring D ru n k ard s. 
The London correspondent of the Amer­ 
itan Practitioner and Nace gays that a well- 
known medical man, who has recently been 
in Norway, gives a glowing description of 
th eir manner of treating dypsomaniacs. 
An habitual drunkard in Sweden or Nor- 
was is treated as a criminal in this sense, 
th at his inordinate love of strong drink 
renders him liable to imprisonment, and 
while in confinement it appears he is cured 
of his bad propensities on a plan which, 
though simple enough, is said to produce 
marvelous effects. 
From the day the con­ 
firmed drnmkard is incarcerated no nour­ 
ishm ent is served to him or her but bread 
and wine. 
The bread, however, it should be said, 
cannot be eaten apart from the wine, but 
is steeped in a bowl of it and left to soak 
thus an hour or more before the meal is 
served to the delinquent. 
The first day 
the habitual toper takes his food in this 
shape without the slightest repugnance ; 
th e second day he finds it less agreeable to 
th e palate, and very quickly he evinces a 
positive aversion to it. 
Generally, the 
doctor says, eight or ten days of this regi­ 
men is more than sufficient to make a man 
loathe the very sight of wine, and even re­ 
fuse the prison dish set before him.

JEFFERSON'S DESCRIPTION OF BARN­

W ilson B a rr e tt’s T rea tm en t o f th e F a m ily

There is quite a large family party in 
W ilson B arrett’s company, which is now 
playing at the Fifth Avenue Theater. 
It 
consists of a m other, two sons, two daugh­ 
ters and a son-in-law, all youngsters save 
the mother, and all of them rather clever. 
George Belmore, an excellent actor of a 
few years ago, was a warm friend of W il­ 
son B arrett long before he became the ex­ 
ponent of melodrama in London. 
They 
played together in the provinces in the 
days when a few crowns was as large a sum 
to either one of them as the same number 
of guineas was in later years. 
A t length 
George Belmore came to America. A good 
many theater-goers will remember th at he 
played at W allaek’s in “T he Flying Scud” 
ten or twelve years ago. 
But he was 
stricken with consumption, and died in 
this coHntry. 
H is family was nearly des­ 
titute. 
W’ilson B arrett had already become the 
lessee and manager of the Princess Thea­ 
ter, and he quietly took the whole of his 
old friend’s family into his company, gave 
the widow, who is known as Alice Cooke 
on the stage, a line of small parts, and put 
the yoirng people iuto training. 
1’aul and 
Lionel, the two sons, are now clever char­ 
acter actors, although neither is yet 21 
years old. 
Paul is a perfect blonde, with 
very light hair, perfectly straight, and 
Lionel is as pronounced a brunette, with 
black hair, which curls closely to his head. 
In the “Silver K ing” they play the two 
little character parts of Binks and Brown- 
son, the tradesmen, in the second act, and 
in their clever way of making up they ap­ 
pear to be at least 50, instead of less than 
half as old. 
Alice, the elder daughter, is the wife of 
Cooper Cliffe, the Spider of the “Silver 
King’s” cast. 
She is an actress of consid­ 
erable ability, and she usually plays sec­ 
ond or third parts. The younger daughter, 
Lillie, or “Tommy,” as she is familiarly 
called by Mr. Barrett, as well as by all the 
company, has inherited a large share of 
her father’s ability. 
She is a handsome 
young woman, of the distinctively English 
type, as full of life and mischief as a fawn. 
She is the soubrette of the company, and 
theater-goers who have seen “Ben My 
Chrea,” or “The Silver King,” will recog­ 
nize her as Mona M ylrea's maid in the 
former and as Susy, the waitress, at “The 
Checkers” in the latter. 
“Tommy” Belmore is not at all afraid 
to play pranks upon the “Gov’nor” upon 
occasion. 
W ilson Barrett delivered a lec­ 
ture before the Anthropological Society in 
New York city a few days ago, and at its 
close held a sort of impromptu reception, 
during which a great many people were 
presented to and exchanged compliments 
with him. 
Before it was ended Mr. Bar­ 
rett became rather tired, and it was evi­ 
dent th at lie was going through the form 
of introduction with scarcely a glance at 
the faces of those who passed by him in 
line. 
A t length some one said, 
“Mr. B arrett, 
I have listened to your lecture with a 
great deal of pleasure. 
I have seen you at 
the Fifth Avenue Theater at least fifteen 
or twenty times during the last three 
weeks, and I think you are ju st too nice 
for anything.” 
A t the first sentence 
took which saiil 
“th at voice has a fam iliar sound” paisid 
over B arrett’s face, and by the time the 
little speech was ended he had raised his 
eyes until they m et the speaker’s, and he 
saw th at it was Miss Belmore. 
She had 
been “chaffing” him, and at least a dozen 
people were enjoying it. 
“W hy, Tommy, 
you rogue!” he exclaimed, shaking the 
young woman by the shoulder, “can’t von 
tease the Gov’nor enough on the stage?” 
BARNSTORMING IN MISSISSIPPI. 
Joseph Jefferson thus describes, in ]the 
December Century, a curious incident of 
his early career: 
“W e now entered upon 
a course of the most prim itive acting, go­ 
ing from town to town, and giving enter­ 
tainm ents in the dining-rooms of the 
hotels. As there were no papers published 
in these small villages, there were no 
printing-offices, consequently no bills ; 
so 
flaming announcements of our arrival in a 
bold handw riting were displayed in three 
im portant points of the town, viz.: 
the 
hotel, the postoffice, and thp barber-shop. 
It fell to my duty, being an adept with the 
brush, to write, or rather paint these ad­ 
vertisements. 
The plays were acted in 
costume, but without scenery or curtain. 
The nightly receipts 
were small—just 
about enough to get us from place to place. 
“Our objective point was the town of 
Liberty, M ississippi; 
but there wiys some 
diflicuitv in getting there, as the distance 
was greater than we could accomplish in a 
dav. 
A farmer who had been to the thea­ 
ter the night before for the first tim e in 
his life was so struck by the performance, 
th at he proposed to have his teams brougLt 
in and take us to his farin-bouse, about 
twenty-five miles distant. 
According to 
his suggestion we were to rest lor a day, 
give an entertainm ent in his barn, and so 
go on to Liberty. 
“ ‘But,’ sai 1 my brother, ‘you tell me 
there is no other house there but your 
own. 
W hat shall we do for an audience ?’ 
“ ‘W ell,’ said the former, ‘all my family 
will come, to begin with, and there is a dozen 
or more on ’em; then th e re ’s eight or ten 
farm-houses close by, and if one of your 
men will drive there w ith my son and 
blow the horn they’ll come, for there 
ain’t one of ’em ever seen a play before. 
I ’ll insure you a full barn.’ 
“So the m atter was settled, and we 
actually played in a bam, the house that 
we staid in being the only one in sight. 
It seemed in vain to look for an audience 
in such a lonely place, hut the farmer was 
right. 
Soon alter the sun had gone down 
the full harvest moon rose, and by its dim 
light we oould fatally see family groups of 
people, two and sometimes three on a horse, 
coming from all directions over the hill— 
now a wagon w ith a great load. 
Some of 
them walked, but all looked serious, and 
apparently wondering what they were go­ 
ing to see. 
“Those who have traveled through the 
Southern States will perhaps remember 
the kind of barn we acted in ; there were 
two log houses joined together, with an 
opening between, which was floored and 
covered in. 
The seats were arranged out­ 
side in the open air—benches, chairs and 
logs. 
The double barn on each side was 
used for dressing-rooms and for making 
entrances and exits, while the opening was 
devoted to the stage. 
The open air was 
well filled, containing an audience of about 
sixty persons. 
Our enthusiastic friend,the 
farmer, collected the admission fee, a dol­ 
lar being charged and freely given. 
The 
plays were ‘The Lady of Lyons’ and ‘The 
Specter Bridegroom.’ 
The farmer had 
supplied us liberally w ith candles, so th at 
the early part of the entertainm ent was 
brilliantly illum inated, but the evening 
breeze had fanned the lights so fiercely 
th at by the tim e the farce began the foot­ 
lights "were gone. The little ‘flaming m in­ 
isters’ had all sputtered out, so ‘The Spec­ 
ter Bridegroom’ was acted in the moon­ 
light. 
“It was curious to watch the effect of a 
strong emotional play like the ‘Lady of 
Lyons’ upon an audience th at had never 
seen a dram a before; they not only were 
much interested, but they became excited 
over the trials of the hero and heroine; 
they talked 
freely among 
themselves, 
and, 
at 
times, 
to 
the 
actors. 
One 


old lady insisted that the lovers should be 
‘allowed their own wav,’ and a stalw art 
young farmer warned the villain not to in­ 
terfere again ‘if he knew what was best for 
him .’ ” 
THE FAMOUS MARINE BAND. 
A curious tradition concerning the or­ 
igin of the famous M arine Band of the 
Capital is current in W ashington. 
It is 
told in this way by old residents of that 
city : 
“A good many years ago, perhaps sixty 
or seventy, a U nited States war vessel was 
cruising on the coast of Italy. 
As his or­ 
ders would shortly carry him to Nice, 
where the ship’s officers were anticipating 
a pleasant social season, and as he had no 
hand on board, the commander h it upon a 
novel plan to secure the much-coveted 
music. 
H e sent one of his most reckless 
officers ashore in command of a trusty 
boat’s crew of Jack tars and marines as 
reckless as himself, with orders to impress 
as American seamen the first strolling 
hand of musicians they m ight come across 
These orders were carried out, and the 
bold commander and his officers had a 
splendid time in the winter-resort ports of 
the M editerranean. 
“More than that, they brough their stroll­ 
ing band to W ashington, anil these musi­ 
cians were the nucleus of the now-famous 
band. 
Some of the best Italian families 
in W ashington, rich as the Carusis and 
Masseys, are said to have been founded by 
these 
unwilling 
musical 
immigrants. 
Uarusi’s dancing hall was the scene of one 
of the inaugural balls given in honor of 
President H arrison’s grandfather.” 
COST OF STAGE DRESSES. 
Mrs. S. L. Jones has studied more lines 
than any other woman on the American 
stage, having played everything from a 
young m idshipm an to 
Lady Macbeth. 
Many a night at the old Bowery Theater 
she has acted in three different plays, rep­ 
resenting tragedy, melodrama and comedy. 
In regard to costumes in the old times, she 
said the other d a y : 
“It often took all my 
earnings to pay for my gowns in the old 
days. 
We used to call it a ‘picnic’ when 
we could play a ragged part—a beggar or 
a flower-girl, for instance, for it was such a 
saving of dresses. 
A leading lady in the 
olden times used to receive about $50 per 
week, and when the part demanded fine 
costumes it took nearly the whole season 
to get even w ith the dressmaker. 
In this 
respect everything has changed for the 
better, as managers now provide the cos­ 
tumes, from m illinery to shoes. 
In one of 
niv later plays, ‘Around the W orld in 
Eighty Days,’ my dresses were very elab­ 
orate, and it took me six weeks to pay for 
them , though the sum expended would 
seem very small now.”

Or does it indicate an unusually 
daring flight of the Church U nity So­

The Evangelical Messenger, organ of “The 
Evangelical Association,” says: “It is evi­ 
dent th at most of those who favor a re­ 
vision of the Presbyterian creed in reality 
want to abandon Calvinism essentially, and 
advocate changes which mean a virtual 
surrender to Arm inianism . 
Thus Chief 
Justice Strong, of the Supreme Bench, and 
one of the oldest and mast honored of 
Presbyterian elders, says: ‘I wish, also, 
th at the Confession contained a more full 
and em phatic declaration of God’s love for 
all m en ; of H is grace, freely and sincerely 
offered to all, together w ith man’s ability 
to accept th at grace.’ 
How far is that 
from genuine A rm inianism ?” 
The Christian Register (U nitarian) says: 
“The St. Louis Presbyterian is greatly 
shocked because Prof. Briggs has declared 
the story of Adam a poem, and Prof. Cur­ 
tis, of Chicago, has said th at the book of 
Job is not a collection of facts, but like­ 
wise a poem. 
T he Chicago people have 
not much patience with ideas em anat­ 
ing 
from 
St. 
L o u is; 
and 
the 
In ­ 
terior (also Presbyterian) thus scourges 
its esteemed contem porary: ‘This thine 
of raising a cry of heresy at every supposed 
new discovery of tru th relating to the 
Scriptures is worse than ridiculous. 
It is 
slanderous and shameful. 
It is the out­ 
come 
of solid 
ignorance w ith a large 
infusion of malice. 
A man who would 
say th at 
evidence 
th at the book of 
Job is a poem would to his m ind ‘send 
the W ord of God up in smoke' is already 
an infidel at heart; and a young man who 
would imbibe such prejudices to the ex­ 
tent of im perilling his faith is not fit to be 
trusted with the teaching of a Sunday- 
school class.” 
The Erangelist (Pres.) thinks th at it is a 
“ very significant question, w hether the 
men who composed the W estm inster Con­ 
fession were themselves orthodox t 
They are 
not the first in the field. 
W hen they be­ 
gan their work, there were no less than 
eiaht venerable Calvinistic Confessions al­ 
ready in existence! 
So it would seem as 
if their Confession was itself a ‘Revision’— 
a new rendering of old creeds, in which 
they went over all the symbols of tiie six­ 
teenth century, and resurveyed the field in 
the light of the seventeenth; and out of 
them all formed a new Confession, which 
they thought expressed more fully and 
more clearly w hat they believed, and what 
was especially adapted to meet the wants 
of their day. 
In this, did they not do pre­ 
cisely what we propose to do ? only they 
took a hundred times greater liberty with 
the old Confessions than we take with 
theirs; for they reconstructed the whole 
tem óle from the very foundation, while we 
only propose to repair it in a íeiv points 
which we think defective.” 
The Living Church (P. E.) says: “A cor­ 
respondent of the Churchman gives a new 
and peculiar view of the H olv Eucharist, 
lie enumerates the essential featuresof the 
first Eucharist, at the original institution. 
These he strangely calls th e metaphysical 
basis. 
It is upon these we are to build up 
the ritual expression. Among other things 
it would seem th at on th at occasion we find 
a precedent for the ‘pause’ after the prayer 
for the ch u rch ; hut w hat a precedent!

The Kansas City Journal says: “ Daniel 
Dougherty, in his rather bombastic speech 
before the Convention of Roman Catholic 
laity, in Baltimore, protested against the 
prejudice which he claimed existed in 
this country against his church. 
There 
are no grounds for Mr. Dougherty’s com­ 
plaint. 
Popular prejudice finds its ex­ 
pression in the press, and no assemblages 
have ever received more courteous treat­ 
m ent from American newspapers than 
that in Baltimore and the subsequent 
gathering 
in 
W ashington. 
Religious 
prejudice in America 
is an imported 
thing—and the Catholic has as much prej­ 
udice against the Protestant as the latter 
has against him. 
But both are un-Am eri­ 
can, and will die out in time. 
The Amer­ 
ican idea is that religion shall be free, or 
th at people shall think, speak and act as 
to spiritual things as they desire. 
Not 
negatively so, but positively, and by exer­ 
cise of the legal power if necessary to pro­ 
tect and enforce th at liberty. 
Inside this 
line there is absolute freedom. 
Outside of 
it there will be instant suppression. 
Re­ 
ligion must be voluntary, and in its sup­ 
port a man may give all he has, but not a 
penny shall be taken from him by law to 
support any form of it. 
This the eccle­ 
siastical power, under any and all forms, 
must understand.” 
The Central West (Omaha) says: 
“Dr. 
Thompson was certainly correct when he 
said th at revision ‘would tend to the dis­ 
ruption rather than to the unity of the 
Church.’ 
T he controversies growing out 
of the troubles of ’87-8 and of the late 
civil war were not half so unfortunate as 
this revision controversy. 
It was the 
height of folly to precipitate it upon the 
Church. 
There was no wide and earnest 
demand for revision. 
H ad one-third of 
the presbyteries asked for it, there would 
have been some wisdom in heeding the 
call. 
B ut if revision is so dangerous to 
the unity of the Church, a new creed is 
not less so. As was said during the debate 
in New York Presbytery, the adoption of 
a new creed will involve the surrender of 
a vast amount of property held by the 
Assembly and institutions under its control. 
If, however, the Confession should be .as 
radically revised as some propose, we do 
not see how the effect as to loss of property 
could be avoided. 
A new creed, moreover, 
would place all the ministers and churches 
of our denomination in a position to ac­ 
cept or reject the new symbol. 
T hat 
many, embracing at least an influential 
m inority, would reject it, goes without 
saying. Evidently there are squally times 
ahead.” 


T he Church Eclectic savs: “ D r.D e W itt, 
the Presbyterian divine, is still urgent 
upon his scheme for unity of many years 
ago, th at we should repeal our canon for­ 
bidding clerical exchanges. 
H e says: ‘I 
wish th a t the Episcopal Church m ight see 
its way clear to a repeal or an amendment 
of the canon which forbids a rector or ves­ 
try to invite a m inister not episcopallv or­ 
dained to preach and to read service (or so 


much as does not involve the exercise of 
priestly functions) in an Episcopal church. 
If such action involved the violation or 
compromise of a single principle of th e 
Episcopal Church, no one could ask it or 
expect it. 
But, so far as I can see— and I 
have tried to study the subject thoroughly 
—it would not. 
On the other hand, it is 
clear th at its repeal would p ut the Episco­ 
pal Church in a relation to other churches 
th at would inevitabiy excite new, pro­ 
found, and friendly interest in the terms of 
church unity proposed by the bishops.’ 
I t 
does not occur to us th at there is th e 
least desire fcr unity among the sects in 
any sense th at looks to dispensing w ith 
th e denominational principles. 
I t is only 
in the sense of all recognizing the regu­ 
larity and validity of each other’s organ­ 
ization and institutions. 
In other words, 
all must acknowledge th at there is no 
Scriptural or Divine pattern of Church 
polity, intended to preserve and adm in­ 
ister the ordinances and institutions of 
Divine establishm ent and authority. W hy 
Protestants may not alter or modify the 
historical canon of Scripture and yet may 
alter the original polity of the Church 
and dispense w ith the m inistry and sacra­ 
ments as they choose, they have never 
shown. 
In the above ingenious passage 
Dr. De W itt does not adm it that the 
Christian m inistry has any ‘priestly func­ 
tions,’ while he thinks we would he ad­ 
m itting th eir ordination and authority as 
part of the Apostolic m inistry. 
Yet, vir­ 
tually he seems to ask th at we would allow 
to him only w hat we would allow to a lay­ 
man. 
W ould he like to have the public 
so understand it ?”

T he discoveries of M. X aville regarding 
Bubastis are of the highest importance. 
H e found proofs that the city was vastly 
larger and greatly older than has been sup­ 
posed. 
He secured relics from the fourth 
or pyram id builders down to the th irtieth 
o r last Egyptian dynasty. The monuments 
and other relics of the shepherd kings 
show that they were a far more highly 
cultivated people than has been heretofore 
supposed. 
M. Xaville thinks they came 
from Mesopotamia, as against the belief of 
Virchow, who held them to be Turanians, 
and Flower, who thought the monuments 
represented either T uranian or Mongolian 
types. 
However, all are agreed that their 
w orship and language were of a Shem itic 
order, while th e statues of their Kings 
showed that they were not Shemites, 
M. 
N avilie concludes th a t “it was then what 
it still is now; and I believe th at the con­ 
quest of E gypt by the 1 Ivksos is not uu- 
like w hat would happen if the valley of 
th e N ile should to-day be overrun by the 
people of M esopotam ia; you would have 
masses, in great m ajority of Shem itic race, 
speaking a Shem itic language, and having 
a Shem itic religion, hut under the com­ 
m and of Turics, who are not Shemites, hut 
Turanians.”

The ruin of New England agriculture is 
a subject engrossing a great deal of atten- 
ticn at the E ast at this time. 
The pen 
picture drawn in the New York Post, and 
by Juiige N ott iu the Ration, of the decay 
of the industry, the abandonment of valu­ 
able property, the deserted towns, ruined 
and falling buildings, rotting fences, neg­ 
lected 
barns and 
granaries, 
toppling 
churches, deserted farm residences and un­ 
cultivated fields, are very pitiful. 
The 
drift of i opulation to the cities, the open­ 
ing up of the cheap lauds of the west, the 
imm igration allurem ent of the W estern 
and Pacific States, the immense faim ing 
operations of the prairie sections, low trans­ 
portation, the liberality of Government in 
disposing of lands— these are a few of the 
reasons given for the decay of farming in 
New England. 
Judge NoEt adds: 
Instead of lettin g our agriculture grow by 
n atu ral causes—hard w o rt, im proved m ethods, 
b etter culture, aud slowly extending area—we 
have seized the new lau d w hich properly be­ 
longs to «he next eeuiury, aud have squandered 
th e riches w hich nature garnered lor m ankind 
v. ita a waste and prodigality for w hich luture 
goueraiious. if they have any sense, m ay well 
cur.-e th e ir fatheis. 
T he tariff, the building of railways, the 
over-stocking of markets, also come in for 
reprobation, and the conclusion is reached 
that, 
The highest, purest, noblest agricultural pop­ 
ulation th at this w orld has ever possessed Is 
being dissipatid. aud. as a m e , m erged and 
lost. As a race, it has been rich beyond com ­ 
parison in hum an t roducts—in clergym en, sol­ 
diers, statesm en, scholars, poets. m erchants, in ­ 
ventors, and m en w ho believe in honesty and 
w ork. 
Yet the last act o f the New E ngland 
farm er is not unw orthy of his sturdy ahd up­ 
right lineage. He faces the situation, and clores 
h is accounts and pays his debts like a m an: it 
is th e business w hich has becom e bankrupt, 
not he. 
W hen we rem em ber how h ard it is 1 r 
an y o f us to give up an u n d ertaking on w hich 
we" have spent tim e and m oney 
* 
* * 
we 
m ust acknow ledge th a t th ere is som ething 
grand in the farm er o f these m ountain towns, 
who. rising to the heroic treatm ent of his case, 
turns aw ay trom th e fields and fences upon 
w hich he has toiled through th e better part of 
his life, aud, by a decree as unalterable as the 
laws of the M edes and Persians, w rites upon the 
closed door, "A bandoned." 
The Boston Journal, while not taking so 
woful a view of the situation, thinks that 
the change is to be m ainly attributed to 
the creation of manufacturing employments 
more profitable than farming, and, of 
course, conducted at the expense of agri­ 
culture. 
The Springfield Republican,while 
adm itting th at the statem ent of Judge 
N ott is in many respects accurate, says that 
the bottom of the decline has been reached; 
th at there are no more lands in the West 
to “throw away,” and th at after all, m anu­ 
facturing New England lias been able to 
make a living. 
Our New England friends should not 
quarrel w ith natural processes. 
T he de­ 
cline of agriculture in these States where 
the conditions are so hard, was inevitable 
in the face of the competition of the more 
favored sections of the expansive W est. 
New England can boast of having given of 
the best of her brain and brawn to the con­ 
quest of the far West, and th at to her pro­ 
gressive spirit, the indomitable perservanee 
of her sons and the hardy character of her 
hum an growth, the nation owes the ac­ 
quisition in large part of the empire of 
broad States toward the setting sun. 
T hat 
the hard line agriculture of rugged New 
England, w ith its long winters, has declined, 
is not indicative of her recession from the 
station of influence she occupies in the 
A m erican scheme. 
N atural development 
certainly has been stim ulated wonderfully 
in the W est by Government aid, but no 
benefit has accrued in which New England 
has not, in common w ith the rest of the 
uation, shared.

The communion service of January was 
just over in the church at Sugar H ollow ; 
and people were waiting for Mr. Parkes to 
give out the hy m n ; but he did not give it 
out—he laid his book down on the table 
and looked about on his church. 
H e was a man of sim plicity and sincerity, 
fully in earnest to do the Lord’s work, and 
do it with all his m ig h t; but lie did some­ 
times feel discouraged. 
H is congregation 
was a m ixture of farmers and mechanics, 
for Sugar Hollow was cut in two by Sugar 
Brook—a 
brawling, noisy stream that 
turned the wheel of many a mill and man­ 
ufactory : yet on the hills around it there 
was still a scattered population, eating 
th eir bread in the full perception of the 
primeval curse. So he had to contend w ith 
the keen brain and skeptical comment of 
the men who piqued themselves on power 
to hamm er at theological problems as well 
as hot iron, w ith the jealousy and repnl- 
sion aud bitter feeling th at has bred the 
communistic hordes abroad and at home; 
while perhaps he had a still harder task 
to awaken the sluggish souls of those who 
used their days to struggle with barren 
hill-side and rocky pasture for more food 
and clothing, and their nights to sleep the 
dull sleep of physical fatigue and mental 
vacuity. 
It seemed sometimes to Mr. Parkes that 
nothing but the trum p of Gabriel could 
arouse his people from their sins and make 
them believe on the Lord and follow IDs 
footsteps. 
To-day—no—a long time be­ 
fore to-day—he had mused and prayed till 
an idea took shape in his thoughts, and

Tbe 
next dav is for Sunday schools; go and 
visit your scholars, such of you as are 
teachers, and try to feel th at they have 
living souls to save. 
W ednesday is a day 
for fellowship m eeting; we are cordially 
invited to attend a un.on m eeting of this 
sort at Bantam. Few of us can go twenty- 
five miles to be w ith our brethren there; 
let us spend th at day in cultivating our 
brethren here; let us go aud see those who 
have been cold to ns for some reason, heal 
up our breaches of friendship, confess our 
shortcoming one to another, and act as if 
in our M aster’s words, ‘all ye are breth­ 
ren.’ 
“Thursday is the day to pray for the 
family relation; let us each try to be to 
our families on th at day in a measure 
w hat the Lord is to his family, the church, 
remembering the words, ‘Fathers, provoke 
not your children to anger;’ ‘Husbands, 
love your wives, and be not bitter against 
them .’ 
These are texts rarely commented 
upon, I have noticed, in our conference 
m eetings; we are more apt to speak of the 
obedience due from our children, and the 
submission and meekness our wives owe 
us, forgetting that duties are always recip­ 
rocal. 
“Friday the church is to be prayed for. 
Let us, then, each for himself, try to act 
th at day ju st as we think Christ our great 
Exem plar would have acted in our places. 
Let us try to proveto ourselves and to the 
world about us that we have not taken upon 
us his name lightly or in vain. 
Saturday is 
prayer day for the heathen and foreign 
missions. Brethren, you know and I know 
that there are heathen at our doors here ; 
iet every one of you who will take that 
day to preach the gospel to some one who 
docs not hear it anywhere else. 
Perhaps 
you w ill find work th at ye know not of 
lying in your midst. 
And let us all, on 
Saturday evening, meet here again, and 
choose some one brother to relate his ex­ 
perience of the week. 
Yon who are will­ 
ing to try this method please to rise.” 
Everybody rose, except old AmosTucker, 
who never stirred, though his wife pulled 
at him and whispered to him imploringly. 
He only shook his grizzled head and sat 
immovable. 
“Let us sing the doxology,” said Mr. 
Parkes, and it was sung with full fervor.

; ing, while I sat waiting for breakfast, for 
"twes Monday, and wife was kind cf set 
back with washin’ and all, and I come 
; across that part where it says th at the 
: bodies of Christians are temples of the 
; Holy Ghost. 
W ell, thinks I, we’d ought 
to take care of ’em if they be. and see that 
: they are kep’ clean and pleasant, like the 
ch u rch ; 
and nobody can be clean and 
pleasant th at has despepsy. 
But, come to 
pie, I felt as though I couldn't, and lo ye, 
I didn’t ! 
I eat a piece right against my 
conscience ; facin' w hat 1 knew 1 ought to 
do, I went and done w h e ti might not to. 
I tell ye my conscience made music of roe 
1 consid’er’ble, and I said then 1 wouldn’t 


never sneer at a drinkin’ man no more 
when he slipped up.

Recently an effort was made in a Connty 
Institute to pass a resolution a?k us the 
Legislature to provide a j eusio.o for wuru- 
out schoc 1-teachers 
I am happy to say 
the resolution was lest. 
Our able 
col lab-orators 
compare the 
teacher with ihe Grand Army of the Re­ 
public, or put us our wish us put, on a 
par with them . They 6uy “ teachers hive 
broken their health iu years of devotion to 
their country, in inculcating the spirit of 
patriotism and love for the pernetuity of the 
principles of reoublican injliluiions in 
gen*ral, and the American nation iu par­ 
ticular. 
Educati-m is the corner-stone of 
onr G overnm ent.” 
That all sounds well, 
but 1 don’t believe it is argum ent enough to 
bring a ¡tension to pedagogues even grant­ 
ing it to be true. 
But lei us tee how we compare with sol­ 
diers. 
W hen we choose our vocation, how 
m any of ns choose teaching, because we 
think it duty’s call? How m any because 
m artyrdom needs another advocate ? How 
m any becanse we are anxious tbe “cradle 
of liberty” be weil rocked. 
How many 
because we think the “foundation of our 
Governm ent" will 
be improved 
by our 
m asonry? 
I answer, not one. On the 
other nand, the young woman (or man) 
ready to choose her or his calling looks all 
around and compares. She sees the State 
will instruct her under a certain course of 
study—and should she finish said course 
that tbe Stare will give her a "diplom a,” 
and n resio ! she can comm and from $50 
to $300 per m onth. There you bave the 
m inim um and m axim um in 
teachers’ 
wages. The teacher can never draw more 
than that. 
In all other vocations or pro- 
fessious there is a chance to increase one’s 
income.’ Look at the lawyer, the doctor, 
the farmer. After they get a "start” they 
begin to “double up” profits. 
But it is 
true the teacher has nothing great to expect 
from any one m onth’s work, nor yet from 
any year’s. 
R ut the teacher knows taat 
before she begins. 
He or she chooses teaching for reasons 
which satisfy him or herself, be they one 
thing or another. 
He m ay look at it in 
this light:. First—Teaching is sure of so 
m uch. Second—Teachers are a highly re­ 
spected crowd. 
T hird—I have more time 
to devote to self-improvement. 
Fourth— 
The work is very ennobling. 
Fifih—It’s 
about thebest thing I can do just now, any­ 
way. 
Now, because they never can “strike a 
bonanza,” ought the álate to pension them? 
A thousand times, No. 
Teachers get so m uch in clear coin or 
cash every m onth or every j ear, 
and 
we ought to live w ithin our means, we 
ought to be self-reliant and self-respecting, 
we, who are going to rock the ‘ cradle of 
liberty;” wr ought to have the moral cour­ 
age to euy to fashion, to luxuries, “ we live 
within our m eans,” we who are masons in 
the “corner-stone of onr Governm ent.” And 
if we desire to rest upon our oais the latter 
part of life’s voyage, invest in something 
besides caramels aud ciab salad. 
There’s something so repulsive about be­ 
ing a pensioner. It’s pity caused from 
helplessness. 
Are we, as teachers, going to 
follow a profession twenty cr forty years to 
find ont w hether it be seif sustaining ? 
Certainly not. 
Are we, as Americans, 
in this day of calm going to choose a pro­ 
fession which calis for continual self-sacri­ 
fice and deprivation ? I think not. 
Ten­ 
sion us and you take awav the idea of self­ 
help, of practical hum an beings, and we at 
once become shadowy, theoretical deni­ 
zens, instead of practical, rounded, self-sus­ 
taining Americans, able to instruct “young 
America” by example, as well as by pre­ 
cept. 
Pension us and you belittle us. 
It we are sucli im portant organs in tbe 
m echanism of the 
government of this 
great liberty-loving iustirution, we ought 
to demand pay worthy of our labor. It we 
do, and get it. we have no right to cry out 
charity when we are retired from active 
service on account of age or decrepitude, 
for these defects come, no m atter what 
ranks we 3re in. 
The teacher has passed the book-worm 
period; let her keep wide awake—be a 
practical, live being; let her be w hat she 
wishes her pupils to become—a ronnded, 
complete woman, full of selt-reliauce to 
cope with all the vicissitudes of life. 
We can’t eat our loaf and keep it, and 
we are pretty full of ego when we can see 
the halo of martyrdom round our brow 
and demand a subsidy—or allow others to 
do it for us—for doing w hat we chose to 
do, what we asked to do, what the State 
was willing to educaie us to do, what we 
were paid to do. 
All honor to Ihe grand work of teaching 
and to the workers in the field! 
But if 
there are business failures am ong us, for 
heaven’s sase call a m eeting of the brothers 
and sisters o' the cause and supply their 
wants or let tlieru do as other financial 
failures do, but as a free, prsc ical, self-re­ 
liant. independent circle denounce the sub­ 
sidy side ot the question. My fervent de­ 
sire is and shall be this: May practical, 
self-respecting pedagogues suffering from 
pension fever speedily convalesce, and their 
recovery be perm anent.

A nd still reports contiane to come in 
concerning the old Monterey Star pioneer 
press. The Dext claim set up as to its 
identity (alter those published a week ago) 
came from far-away Trinity county. The 
W eaverville Jrum al had this to s a y : "It 
m ay be possible that the old press is a part 
of the furniture ¡3 this office. 
W e had the 
press brought here in the sum m er of 1854 
by E. A. Howe, and on which the Trinity 
Tim a was printed. 
It is a Sm ith press, 
w ith W ashington works, except the lever­ 
age. 
We several years ago heard it asserted 
that this was the pioneer press of Califor­ 
nia. but on w hat authority we do nol know. 
If its unátne33 for use, and general appear­ 
ance at thi3 time, are indications of its an­ 
tiquity, we’ll bet it’s the pioneer.” 
In 1859 a correspondent at 
Placerville 
wrote to the U nion asserting th at the press 
in use in the Folsom Express office an­ 
swered the description of the m issing one. 
TÍie latter stated that it was purchased in 
Sacram ento from one of the proprietors of 
the State Journal; that it was afterward 
used to print the Miners’ Advocate at Dia­ 
mond Springs, and when that paper ex­ 
pired was removed to Folsom. 
The Union 
said the description did not tally with th at 
of the "missing pleiad.” 
“ We have al­ 
ready,” it sai 1, "traced it pretty accurately 
to the eve of the conflagration of 1852 in 
this city, and all our evidence goes to show 
th at it tumbled nearly to pieces in that dis­ 
astrous fire. 
But from its ashes behold 
what strange birds have risen! 
Cadmus, 
our Father of Letters, sowed dragons’ 
teeth and they sprang up arm ed men. The 
sons of the Arc preservative’ are greater 
thau their Phenician sire—they can plant 
the fiery fragments of the ancestral print­ 
ing m achine and raise a dczen pioneer 
presses." 


Referring to the finding of a pioneer 
tombstone beneath the platform of an old 
shed on the levee (reference to which was 
made in the Sunday U nion o f last week), 
being in memory of one Susan Hitchcock, 
who died at Carson Creek in 1849, the 
U nion of December 8, 1859, said: 
"W e 
have received a letter from W. R. Grim- 
shaw, who was acting as clerk to Samuel 
BranDan at the time, who informs us that 
the parents of the deceased were the first 
persons that occupied the adobe building 
in the center of Sutter’s Fort after the dis­ 
covery of gold in 1848. The same family 
afterward owned the farm know n as ‘Green 
Springs,' on the road from Sacramento to 
Colonia. The family consisted in, 1S4S, of 
Rufus Hitchcock, his wile, a son and two 
daughters, Susan (the deceased) died in 
1849, and Rufus, his wife and son w ithin a 
few weeks of each other in 1853, of sm all­ 
pox. The surviving daughter resides in 
the State of New York. The grave of the 
deceased is in the old cemetery east of the 
fort, the second grave south of the old tree 
which is stiil growing w ithin the grounds. 
W e are further advised by one well in ­ 
formed in the premises that Rufus H itch­ 
cock kept the ’H otel,’ as it was known to 
the first settlers of Sacramento City proper 
(then about the foit), and that his daughter 
rendered service about the establishment, 
by waiting on the table, assisting in the 
kitchen, etc.” The U nion concluded its 
article on the subject with a request to the 
Pioneers to see that the stone was placed 
over the grave.

State Librarian T. H . W allis has just re­ 
ceived from England a large invoice of ex­ 
ceedingly rare and valuable books. The 
arrival of m any of them has long been 
looked forward to w ith pleasure by the 
State Gardner, State Entomologist, State 
Botanist, students in entomology and bot­ 
any, and others interested in the subjects. 
Some of the m ost im portant books are : 
“Curtis’ Botanical Magazine,” beginning in 
1787, 114 volumes, royal 8vo„ containing 
6,972 beautiiul colored plates. This is the 
only copy in the State. The “Botanical 
Magazine,” which has 
been 
appearing 
m onthly, w ith uninterrupted regularity, for 
upwards cf a century, forms the most ex­ 
tensive and authentic repcertory of plant 
history 
ami 
portraiture extant. 
Also, 
Doubleday & W estwocd’s “D iurnal Lepi- 
doplera,” five volumes, m any of the plates 
being colored by hand. De Laporte’s "H is­ 
torie Xaturelle des Insectes Coleopteres;” 
five volumes,with plates exquisitely colored. 
Balfour’s "A gricultural Pests,” Donovan’s 
"N atural History of Insects of India and 
China,” "N ewm an's Entomological Maga­ 
zine,” N ew m ans "H istory of Insects,’ 
Morris’ 
"B ritish 
Butterflies,” Jansen's 
“ British Beetles,” "Transactions o f the 
Zoological Society of London,” complete 
set from the beginning, in 1S33, with an 
immense num ber of fine plates, many of 
them colored, published at £115 8s; Van 
Voorst s splendid series of volumes de­ 
scriptive of the natural history of the 
B ritish Islands, Cooke’s "Illustrations o f 
British Fungi,” “Journal o f Forestry,” 
"Transactions of the Geological Society of 
London,” from 1835 to date; Viollet le 
Due’s 
“Dictionnaire de l’Architecture,”

several hundred volumes of an

Tbe readers of last S u n d a y ’s U n io n were 
promised a further dissertation upon the 
mysteries as well as the benefits of athlet­ 
ics by Professor Sm yth, the Olympic Clnb’s 
renowned instructor of physical culture. 
The last article was devoted principally to 
the art of developing a beginner as well as 
giving new life to the sickly and delicate. 
The Professor now proceeds, in bis inter­ 
view with the S u n d a y U n io n man, to give 
som ething regarding what is and may be 
accomplished by the athlete after he has 
mastered the first rudiments. 
“ Like in all other things,” said the P ro­ 
fessor, "the tastes of athletes, as regards the 
m any different exercises, widely differ. 
After I have taken 
delicate beginners 
through all of the calisthenics and simple 
exercises on the horizontal and parallel 
bars, rings, clubs, dum b bells, etc., and am 
satisfied that they ore sufficiently strong to 
practice what they please in the gym na­ 
sium, I turn them loose, and I can assure 
you it affords me pleasure to watch them 
—to 
see 
where 
their 
fancy 
carries 
them . One 
will make a bee line for 
the boxing-room and place him self under 
the care of the professor of that art with 
tbe view of becoming an expert. 
H e may 
tire of this after a m onth or so and lake to 
something else, but it is not likely. First 
love, so to speak, with the growing athlete 
is, as a rule, permanent. The mau who 
takes to boxing seldom cares for much of 
anything elses, except that it be hand-bali, 
baseball or out door work, such as running, 
jum ping, and the like. The next gradu­ 
ate’s fancy carries him directly to the 
wrestling mat, and the first thing you 
know he’s aspiring for the am ateur cham ­ 
pionship of his class. The next likes 
fencing, the next trapeze work, tbe next 
tackles the horizontal bar, the next club- 
swiDging, the next tumbling, and so on 
throughout the entire atheletic category. 
"But my plan is never to interfere with 
this first ¡ove of theirs. A llo t the exer­ 
cises are good—in fact graud—and should 
be encouraged rather tbaa discouraged. 
All that 1 look out for is that tbe pupil is 
sufficiently strong and developed to stand 
the work and strain which necessarily ac­ 
companies the higher branches of ath ­ 
letics. 
“One of the most graceful, healthful and 
strength-giving exercises ia tumbling. 
It 
is difficult, though—probably the most dif­ 
ficult and intricate of all gym nastics—and 
requires long and constant practice to be­ 
come thoroughly proficieDt. 
But a person 
does not need to become an expert to en­ 
joy tumbling, and once the beginner tries 
it and learns a few little “tricks,” he be­ 
comes a slave to the fascinating work. 
W hen I was a youngster I would think 
nothing of practicing for hours on some 
one little somersault or hand-spring, and 
the longer I practiced the more determined 
I became to stick to it. Many a time have 
I turned a hundred or more back-somer- 
saults in one practice, and m y comrades 
would be doing the same—in fact, v:e 
would vie with each other to see who could 
turn the most as well as the best. 


h o w it is d o n e . 
“But this is of no interest. I m ust tell 
you 
what 
a 
tum bler 
m ust 
do in 
order 
to 
be 
a 
tumbler. 
The first 
requisites are judgm ent aud coolness. The 
athlete mU3t not be given to getting ’rat­ 
tled,' or if he is he m ust get over it. This 
is about the ouly enemy some tumblers 
have. The head controls everything in 
tumbling. Not only does this mean that 
the head m ust be clear, but also that the 
movement of tbe head controls the entire 
body in all of the acrobatic feats. T hat 
seems queer to you, no doubt, but it’s the 
fact nevertheless. No somersault, dive, 
hand spring or any other trick can bo done 
without the assistance of the head. 
For 
example, take the sim ple little ‘somerset’ 
or turn-over which a baby will perform on 
the carpet to the great amusement of his 
parents. 
He gets on his hands aud kuees, 
lowers his little head until the chin nearly 
touches the breast and then pushes him seif 
ever with his feet, doesn’t he? 
Suppose he 
elevated his head, or rather held it back as 
near as he could to his shoulders, would 
he ever accomplish th e ‘somerset’he loves 
to boast of? No, sir; not in a hundred 
years. 
Now, the most finished acrobat has 
to work on exactly the same theory. 
In 
doing a somersault he springs into the air, 
suddenly lunges his bead forward, doubles 
him self up and there he stands ou his feet 
again, a complete revolution having been 
accomplished. 
“ Well, now that I have given ycu the 
theory, you will understand better when, 
in explaining difficult feats, I refer to cer­ 
tain movements of the head. 
Now we 
will begin at the bottom of tbe acrobatic 
ladder and work up gradually. Tbe first 
trick the tum bler usually learns is the 
hand spring, that is, if lie has not already 
learned it, when a school boy. The hand­ 
spring consists of standing erect, taking a 
short run (or it can be done from a stand­ 
ing position), then 
placing the hands 
quickly upon the floor and throw ing the 
Dody over and backward so as to land on 
the feet again. H ere is where the head 
gets in its work again. As soon as the 
hands strike the floor, the bead m ost be 
brought vigorously forward toward the 
breast. This causes the body to continue 
tbe rotary motion until the feet are again 
reached. The arm s m ust assist in this 
trick, too, by giving a strong push against 
the floor just as the head makes its m ove­ 
ment. 
HAND BALANCING. 
“W alking on the hands is another exer­ 
cise very popular with the beginner. 
It is 
rather difficult at first, but afterward be­ 
comes very easv. The proper way to do it 
is to stoop until the hands touch the floor 
and then lift the body to a vertical position 
with the assistance of the feet. But a ver­ 
tical position cannot be m aintained except 
by the most expert. 
The line m ust be 
passed, allowing tbe feet to hang over, and 
arching tbe body. This gives the performer

> m om ent the feet are off the floor, the head 
j m n a be thrust back quickly and forcibly; 
at tire same tim e the legs m ust be drawn 
up closely to the body, so that the knets 
will be in close proximity to the breast. 
This is called ‘tucking1 or ‘balling,’ and 
is very essential to all somersaulting. 
The value of it can readily be

and thus assists the tum bler greatly. It is 
one of the first things I teach a beginner in 
tumbling. It is pleasing to look at, too, 
and impresses the spectator with the won­ 
derful agility and nimbleness of the per­ 
former. The 'tuck' is used in every ordi­ 
nary somersault and is an accomplishment 
in itself. The beginner tinda it a very diffi­ 
cult m atter to catch his ehiDS or h:s knees 
with his hands while doing a ‘back,’ but 
when he does succeed be Invariably finds 
he baa accomplished the ‘back,’ too. YV ell, 
to proceed about the somersault. Sovr, 
the acrobat does not rely too m uch in his

ability to ‘tuck’ properly. H e m ust also 
have a strong pair of legs with which to 
spring into the air to a sufficient hight to 
give room for the somersault. 
If the be­ 
ginner will remember these three things— 
a good spring, head back, and the ‘tuck’— 
he will find no trouble in m astering the 
back.’ 
“ The next is the forward somersault, or 
front,’ as it is called. This is just the op­ 
posite from the ’back.’ 
Instead of being 
done from a standing position, it is usually 
preceded by a short quick run, which 
assists in springing off of both feet into the 
air. 
Now, as soon as the spring is made (it 
is the same spring one would m ake in an 
ordinary straight jum p, except that you 
spring off of both leet at the same time), 
the head is forced forward, quick and hard, 
and then the ‘tuck’ again. The ‘front’ can

also be done from a standing like the ‘back, 
but it is m uch more difficult than when ac­ 
complished by a run. 
“ Thesidesom ersault.or 'Arab,' ¡snot done 
m uch nowadays, except by professionals. 
It looks more difficult than it really is. It, 
like the ‘front,’ is preceded by a 'run, but 
instead of springing off of both feet, the 
body is turned sideways and tbe spring 
made off one foot. Once in the air, the 
head is forced over toward the shoulder, the 
‘tuck’ is made, and over you go, until your 
feet are regained. 
“The ‘twister’ is really difficult. There 
a re'tw isttr backs’a n d ‘twister fronts.’ In 
doing the former the acrobat springs just 
as he would for a plain ‘back,’ but just as 
Eoon as he has caught his ‘tuck’ he forces 
his head backward and sideways at the 
same time. This side movement of the

greater control of the body and makes the 
ba'ance eitsier. As soon as the balance is 
accomplished it becomes an easy m atter to 
move forward or backward on tbe hands, or 
in any' direction in which the body may 
lean. I have seen many persons who bad 
become so expert on their hands that they 
could run up and down stairs at a lively 
gait, jum p, waltz, and do all m anner of 
tricks, without once losing their balance. 
"The acrobat next tries somersaulting. 
There are backward, forward, side and 
twisting somersaults. 
The first two are the 
easiest to learn. The backward somersault 
or ‘back,’ as the boys call it, is done by 
springing into the air, from a standing po­ 
sition, and turning over backward until

head is the key to the trick. 
It causes the 
body to turn sideways, loo, all the tim e it 
is turning over in the ‘back ’ The result 
is that if tbe acrobat was facing the specta­ 
tors when he sprang into tbe air, his back 
is turned to them when be lands on nis 
feet, or vice ver a. 
The ‘front twister’ is 
on the same principle, the only difference 
being that the twist is made while doing a 
front 
somersault. 
The ‘front twister’ 
shows to great advantage when done from 
a leaping beard, where greater height is 
reached in the somersault. 
“The most difficult trick in all tumbling 
is w ithout doubt tb e ‘flip-flap.’ 
By some 
this is called the back ksud-spring. It is 
done from a standing pcsi'ion; tbe arms 
and head are thrown backward and down­ 
ward quickly until the hands strike the 
floor: then the legs are brought ever until 
the fert strike the floor again. 
It is not 
such a difficult thing, to simply jum p 
backward, strike tbe bands on the floor, 
and land on the feet again. Some do this 
and call it a ‘flip-flap,’ buLit is no more one 
than a clean somersault is. T h e ‘flip-flap’ 
is done without any spring whatever from 
the legs. 
The aim s and head literally 
whip the acrobat off of his fret. ‘Flip- 
flaps are never complete unless a num ber 
of them are done without stopping. You 
have frequently seen performers in the cir­ 
cuses make a complete c irc u í'of tbe ring 
doing‘flip-flaps’ haven't you? Weil, they can 
never be done properly unless a num ber 
are done continuously. 
As soon as the 
beginner finds that he can do two, three or 
four ‘in a row.' then he can boas', that he 
can do a flip-flap—and not until then. 
"W ell, now, I have gone over the princi­ 
pal things which m ust be accomplished in 
order r& m ake a litrshed tumbler, and I 
hope I have interested you. 
I m ight add, 
though, that as soon as tbe aspiring young 
acrobat has mastered the somersaults and 
< ther tricks I have mentioned, he will find 
no difficulty in tacking up nil the other 
li t e ‘nip-ups,’ ‘head springs.’ ‘frog-leaps,’ 
‘pirouettes,’ etc., that he sees done in the 
circus-ring, for they are ail based on tbe 
same principles of governing the body 
with tbe head. ‘W here the Lead goes tbe 
body will follow.’ is the key to all tum b­ 
ling. 
If tbe beginner will remember that 
he will get along nicely. 
“ The same rule will be found of great 
value in all other gymnastic exercises—on 
the bars, traptze, parallels, and so forth. It 
also governs leaping from a spring-board 
and ¿living. But I guess you have heard 
enough from m e now. and besides I’m 
about talked out. Good-day.” 


T he flooded district in Yolo was yester­ 
day the center of attraction for Sacramen- 
tans. Thousands walked down the levee 
to the break a couple of miles below, while 
m any others went out along the line of the 
California Pacific Railroad, where the back­ 
w ater wa9 rapidly rising daring the day. 
There are several places between W ashing­ 
ton and W ebster Station where the rail­ 
road em bankm ent is lower than in others, 
and there the water was rising so close to 
the track as to threaten its safety. 
About 2 o’clock Division Superintendent 
W right sent out several trainloads of rock 
and bags filled with earth to keep back tbe 
water. The em bankm ent was raised and 
rip-rapped some years ago with granite, 
the stonework reaching to within a few 
inches of the rails. The north wind blew 
stiffly all day yesterday, lsshing 
into 
waves the sea of water that stretched away 
to the northward of the track, and there 
was danger that the waves would roll over 
the tip-rapping and underm ine tbe track. 
Sacks of earth were laid aloDg the north 
side of the track to hold back the water 
and break the force of the waves, and ad­ 
ditional rails were spiked to the tics to 
hold the track down and prevent its being 
floated off in case the water should rise 
above the em bankm ent. 
W hen the train 
from Davisville came in early in the even­ 
ing the water was close to the top of the 
em bankm ent, and it looked as if a rice of a 
few more inches would cause a stoppage of 
the trains to-dav over that line. 
* 


DROWNED STOCK. 
H om er Todbuuter stated yesterday af­ 
ternoon that, although they had not got 
out all their stock from the submerged 
pastures contiguous to W ashington, none 
had been lost, so far as he knew. Several 
men were then out in boats engaged in the 
work of getting tbe anim als to the levee at 
the Bryte ranch, where they will be taken 
off on steamboats. 
B ut somebody certainly has lost some 
live-stock, as the carcasses 
of several 
horses have floated to and lodged against 
the railroad e m b a n k m e D t . 
It was rumored last evening that R. 8. 
Carey had no less than 700 head of horses 
and cattle on his Yolo ranch in the vicin­ 
ity of W ashington Lake, and that they were 
cut off by high water. 
Mr. Carey could 
not be seen last night, but the statement 
was made ou apparently reliable authority. 
If such is the case, it would seem th*t 
grea’t loss m ust occur, as the backwater is 
rising in that section. 


AT THE YOLO BREAK. 
The crevasse at the Payne ranch on the 
Yolo side continues to widen. Several 
feet of the levee was cut away yesterday, 
exposing the house to the fury of the in- 
rushing waters, and if it did not go down 
last night, it will be apt to move to-day 
A trunk containing clothing and letters 
addressed to "John Cummings, W alsh’s 
Station," was found among the floating 
wreckage in W ashington Lake. 
Fears are 
entertained that Cummings may have been 
in the Mardison house when it was washed 
away on Thursday. 
H enry Payne, at whose place the levee 
break occurred, was hard at work yester­ 
day removing the hay from his barns to 
the levee. 


THE MONARCH CF THE TULES. 
Persons who visited the Payne break 
yesterday saw an immense wild boar out 
in the submerged district, two or three 
hundred yards from the levee. 
He was 
jrobablv one of a few survivors of the 
rundreds of wild hogs that have inhabited 
the tules for years past. A gentleman who 
saw him said the beast’s tusks were plainly 
distinguishable, glistening like burnished 
silver. The boar, he said, wes tbe largest 
specimen of tbe porcine family he bed 
ever seen, apparently as big as a good sized 
steer, except in hight. 
This m onarch of the tule wilds will not 
come near the levee, but rem ains out in 
the edge of tbe swamp, where yesterday 
only half his body was above the water. 
Here is a chance for the hunters to have 
some sport.

O n 4 h is Sid e. 
Owing to the high north wind that pre­ 
vailed yesterday, the river did not show 
any disposition to recede, rem aining at 
about twenty-five feet. This was in conse­ 
quence of the wind driving the water from 
the overflowed lands into the river. 
On Friday evening J. W . Brannan, Chas. 
Longton and another man. all experienced 
boatmen, were returning from a hard days’ 
toil m the Yolo sea, where they were en­ 
gaged in saving horses and cat:le belonging 
to drowned-out ranchers, and when they 
reached the Sacramento side of the river 
between L and M streets, their craft was 
upset. 
It seems that an unseen rope fouled 
the boat and overturned it, but the men 
managed to escape. 
Yesterday afternoon the barge Centen­ 
nial. lying at the river front with a load of 
lumber, and with five men on board, broke 
her mcorings and drifted downward with 
the current. Steam was gotten up on the 
steamer Sonoma snd the latter started in 
pursuit. 
It wss feared tbe barge w ould be 
drawn through the break in the Yolo levee, 
but fortunately it went by and wr.s soon 
overtaken by the steamer and returned to 
the landing. 
Yesterday the steamer San Joaquin, No. 
2, went up to Frem ont and brought down a 
large num ber of horses from the submerged 
district. The San Joaquin, No 3, went up 
the river with a barge, and the San Joaquin, 
No. 4, arrived from San Francisco. 
Tbe Jacinto was to have returned from 
Colusa yesterday, but had not reached here 
last night. 
Last evening several yards of earth caved 
in on the line cf the river front near Q 
street, but the damage will be readily re­ 
paired. 
UP WITH THE RAILS. 
The large force of men employed by Su­ 
perintendent W right in protecting the rail­ 
road track between W ashington and Davis- 
viiie can e into the city about m idnight for 
their supper. 
They reported 
that tbe 
batk-wa.o-r had risen so high as to be up 
even with tbe rails, and the tendency was 
still upward. 
The Oregon and overland express trains 
cam» in all right, but it was feared last 
night ih, t the water will be well ovtr tbe 
track in some plates to-day, and may tem ­ 
porarily prevent the running of trains.

lost $30,000 by two collectors and $11,000 
through a clerk. 
The report says the county officials deal 
with themselves as a business firm, for 
supplies, and show lavoritism to Mormon 
prisoners. 
The County Court has also voted awav 
valuable franchises for no public consid­ 
eration. Officers have been trading with 
each other for supplies, and entering into 
partnership with spotters, dividing with 
them the tines imposed. 
The city has also paid to a bogus hy­ 
draulic canal company $9,697 for an inter­ 
est in the Jordan river dam, which the 
company never owned, but which the 
county obligingly bonded over to the city, 
the county receiving not a cent of the 
money. 
The report in closing charges that the 
bulk of this fund found its way into the 
pockets of city and county officials. 


SAN F R A N C ISC O . 
C o lu sa C o u n ty P e o p le I n d ig n a n t a t San 
F i r in isro R e p o r te r s . 
M a r y sv il l e December 14th—The report 
that the long bridge on the road to Meri­ 
dian, through the Sutter tule basin, had 
been washed away proves incorrect. About 
50 feet of the rock grade leading to the 
bridge on this side was carried away, and 
also about 400 feet of the earth grading at 
the other end of the bridge, but the bridge 
itself still remains. 
Inform ation from Reclamation District 
No. 70, in Sutter county, on the Sacramento 
river, is to the elfect that on Tuesday the 
first flood water began to come over the 
levee on the Sacramento river. The most 
destructive break occurred on W ednesday 
night, when the levee on Butte Slough, 
which forms the upper boundary of the 
district, gave way. 
Nearly all of the district is flooded. 
Some stock is reported lost. George Rams- 
dell’s house, near the point where the 
slough levee broke and within District 70, 
was washed away by the flood. 
Deputy 
Assessor 
Gladden, of Sutter 
county, estimates the damage in District 
70 at $50,000, but says the am ount is very 
uncertain. 
No m ails from that neighborhood have 
been received for three days. The break in 
the Johnson levee, some miles south of 
District 70, has flooded from 2,000 to 3,000 
acres of land near the edge of the tule 
basin, most o! which is in grain and owned 
by Swedes. 


G bass V a l l e y , December 14th.—The sun 
is shining to-day, but the weather is 
threatening. 
Colusa, December 14th.—The people are 
all indignant at the continued sensational 
accounts of a flood. This town has never 
been in danger. The river has fallen so 
that there is little water running out of the 
breaks, and a3 the water subsides and the 
grain fields appear the wheat shows no 
signs of having been injured. 
The dam 
age to grain will be m uch leas than esti­ 
mated twenty-four hours ago. 
W oo dland, December 14th.—Late last 
night the water from the Sacramento river 
began to run over the levees on the Yolo 
county side. The place where water began 
to flow over is one-half mile from K night'a 
Landing and continues for three miles 
further down. This is caused by Sutter 
county water running back over the levees 
into the river, tbu3 forcing it oyer this side. 
The railroad track 
between here and 
K niefit's Landing is covered for two miles 
with four inches of water. 


S anta R osa, December 14th.—The rain 
is over and the stream s are falling. Heavy 
frost covered the ground for the last two 
mornings. 
G il r o y , December 14th.—There was a 
frost this morning. 
W e have had no rain 
for two days, but the weather does not ap­ 
pear to have perm anently settled yet. 
S anta M a e ia . December lith .—Twenty- 
four hundredths of an inch of rain fell 
yesterday, and the weatkeris still unsettled. 
A prolific growth of clover will interfere 
with plowing, bat the stockmen are de­ 
lighted. 
F resno, December 14th.—It continues to 
rain more or less every day. but it is not a 
hcavv downpour. The total for the season 
is 61" inches. 
B a k e r s f ie l d . December 14th.—For the 
past three days the weather has been 
cloudy, with a coJtinuous drizzling rain.

N E V A D A CO UN TY . 


W illia m T r a v e rs B ru ta lly M u rd e rs J a m e s 
D a le y a t L a k e C ity. 
N evada Cit y (Cal.), December 14th — 
W illiam Travers, a strapping fellow in the 
prim e of life, killed Jam es Daley, an aged 
at d harmless man, at Lake City Thursday 
night. The two had been friends, and be­ 
ing unm arried, visited each other’s cabins 
often. 
Thursday afternoon 
Travers went to 
Daley's place, and accusing him of a theft, 
drove him away. The old man returned 
to his cabin after dark. 
A little later Trav­ 
ers went there and beat and kicked him, 
caving in his side and breaat and head. 
He then dragged the half-dead man 
along the road through the mud, tearing 
most of his clothing from him , and left 
him lying a hundred yards from his cabin. 
Citizens heard the noise and went to the 
scene. Travers went along, and admitted 
the killing. 
Daley died about m idnight. 
Travers 
was arrested, and taken to North Bloom­ 
field for exam ination. The sentim ent of 
the comm unity is very bitter against him , 
and talks of lynching were rife at last ac­ 
counts. 
IM M E N S E LAND 8LIDE. 
On the M anzanita mine, near this city, 
the face of the old hydraulic bank, 609 feet 
high, split oS this m orning. H undreds of 
thousands oi tons of pipe-clay, lava and 
soil 
slid 
like 
quicksilver 
across the 
bedrock for a distance of over 2,000 feet, 
filling the cuts and covering the openings 
of the tunnels used in drifting, and throw­ 
ing down all of the company s buildings. 
Simon Wheeler, the Superintendent and 
part owner, aud J. W . Jenkins were in the 
office. 
W heeler tied, and had just stepped 
oil the bridge over the deep cut as the mass 
of debris came on the bridge and crushed 
it. Jenkins did not have tim e to get oat of 
the building and billows of earth caught 
up and carried it some distance when it 
fell, but Jenkins escaped unhurt. 
Fortu­ 
nately no miners were working there to day, 
having been fie ailed to m ake repairs on 
the ditch aud in the bedrock tunnels.

A n A g e n t o f W e lls-F a rg o . H e E m b e z z le d 
S o m e S6,O00« 
P rescott 
A. T.l, December 14th.—The 
case of the Territory of Arizona against A. 
Leonard Meyer, for embezzlement, was 
concluded this morning, after a long strug­ 
gle, by a verdict of guilty. The defendant 
was the agent of W ells, Fargo & Co.’s E x­ 
press at Pho.aix for m any years. In May 
last he left and went to Canada, and an ex­ 
am ination of his books, it was claimed, re­ 
vealed deficits of $6,000. The Pacific Surety 
Company of California, who gave a bond 
for Meyer's honesty, soon captured him in 
Victoria.

H o w H e M a n a g e s to S w in d le th e U . S. 
G o v e ra m e n te 


S alt L a k e (D . T ), December 14th.—The 
G rand Jury in the T hird District Court 
this afternoon m ade their report. The 
report shows it has been the practice of 
the U. S. M arshal to charge the peniten­ 
tiary twenty-five to forty cents per gallon 
for milk from cows kept there and cared 
for by prison labor, and fed principally 
from food raised upon the reservation or 
paid for by the Government. 
These m ilk vouchers since 18S9 have 
amounted to about $3,000. The Marshal 
has also been selling to the penitentiary 
potatoes raised ou the reservation by con­ 
vict labor. Other fruitful sources of rev­ 
enue for him were team hire for deputies 
hauling prisoners to and from the peni­ 
tentiary, etc. 
The Marshal also supports partly from 
the public supplies and table leavings, 
twelve milch cows, one hundred hogs and 
two extra horses. 
In one year one team, 
for which the Government provided the 
driver, earned the M arshal in hauling the 
sum of $2.200. 
The Jury says for $500 the Government 
could provide itself with horses, wagon 
and harness to perform all this service, and 
for $100 additional purchase two good cows 
sufficient to furnish all the m ilk necessary 
for the penitentiarTj and it would seem as 
though it were economy to do this. 
The jury also complains that the M ar­ 
shal has shown unusual favors to prisoners 
convicted of unlaw ful cohabitation. The 
supplies now furnished the penitentiary 
are 25 per cent, too high. 
The jury also investigated the adm inis­ 
tration of county affairs and makes a sen­ 
sational report thereon.

P r e p a r a tio n s B e in g M ad e fo r a P r o b a b le 
S tr ik e in M ay. 
B oston, December 14!h.—At the opening 
of the 
fifth session of the American 
Federation of Labor the report of the Com­ 
mittee on Constitntion was taken 
up. 
Friends of closer union and improved m a­ 
chinery for handling the strikes which 
may occur on May 1st. were out in full 
force. 
Representatives from the Interna­ 
tional Typographical Union, and a num ber 
of printers who came from the central or­ 
ganizations, were decidedly opposed to the 
question of assessments to meet the ex­ 
penses oí the expected strikes. 
The following section was adopted hy a 
vote oí 51 to 11: “The Executive Council 
shall have power, and are directed to levy 
a strike assessment of two cents per m em ­ 
ber on the 1st of June, 1890, on all national 
and international bodies under the jurisdic­ 
tion of the Federation.” 
Another amendm ent was adopted giving 
the Executive Committee power upon the 
call of an affiliated body to levy strike 
assessments exceeding two cents per m em ­ 
ber per week, to continue at the discretion 
of the Executive Council, unless otherwise 
ordered by a vote of all the national and 
international anions. 
A recess was then taken. 
In the afternoon the delegates considered 
the following substitute article and am end­ 
m ent : 
“Any national or international or other 
body connected with the federation failing 
to comply with the requirements of this 
article within the period of thirty days shall 
be suspended, and shall not be reinstated 
until all arrearages are paid in full.” 
This was amended so that the organiza­ 
tions whose delegates had been instructed 
to oppose levying the assessment shall not 
be liable to suspension until they have 
acted on the m atter at their next National 
International Convention. 
After considerable discussion the article 
S3 amended was adoD ted, with a provision 
for 
the 
publication by the Executive 
Council of a detail account of the strike 
for the support of which the assessment ia 
levied. 
The per capita tax was fixed at one- 
fourth of one per cent. After some slight 
additional am endm ents it was agreed to, 
and the constitution as a whole was then 
a d o n ted . 
The report of the special committee ap­ 
pointed to consider the attitude of the Fed­ 
eration toward the K nights of Labor was 
then adopted. 
The Federation states its position as fol­ 
lows : 
F irst—That the K nights of Labor shall 
discountenance and revoke the charters of 
all trade assemblies or districts of their 
order. 
S eco n d —T hat in turn the American Fed­ 
eration of Labor and affiliated trade unions 
will urge their members and encourage the 
working people to become members of the 
mixed assemblies of K nights of Labor. 
The time has arrived when trade unions 
should claim their own. 
The trend of the organization shows that 
the wage-earners of America are weary of 
having their interests adjusted by the 
“measure of the huckster” or the “yard­ 
stick of the m erchant.” 
W e assert that 
the natural right of the trade anions to oc­ 
cupy trade unions territory. 
W hen this 
right is conceded, discord will end and or­ 
ganized labor be more united. 
The election of officers resulted in the 
re-election of President Samuel Gomphers, 
of New Y'ork. and Secretary P. J. Maguire, 
of New York. 
A final adjournm ent was 
then made. 
Detroit will be the place of 
the next meeting.

H is B a c k e rs in N ew F o r k A re A sk in g 
H im to S e ttle . 
N ew Y’o r k , December 14th.—The Even­ 
ing Sun says there is a syndicate of men in 
this city who would be pleased to see Buf­ 
falo Bill and the accounts of the W ild 
West Show, which has been one of the at­ 
tractions at the Paris Exposition. 
It is al­ 
leged that about a year ago Buffalo Bill 
and T. C. Crawford appeared in W all 
street to organize a syndicate to float a 
show across the ocean. They wanted $150,­ 
000, and their proposition was that the 
subscribers should receive every night 30 
per cent, of the gross receipts and be al­ 
lowed to have an agent on the spot to take 
the money. 
Among others who are interested in the 
scheme was Commodore Batem an. H e 
helped them organize the syndicate, and 
induced several of his friends to subscribe 
to the pool. There was considerable hag­ 
gling about drawing up the contract, but 
finally the show was organized, and went 
across without any agent to take charge of 
the syndicate’s percentage. 
So far, according to the Evening Snn, the 
syndicate have not received a single dollar 
which represents their portion of the gate 
receipts, and has got back only thirty per 
cent of the principal which was contrib­ 
uted by it. There is every reason to be­ 
lieve that in its earning capacity the show 
met all the expectations of Buffalo Bill, 
and that he took in a sufficient am onnt of 
money, not only to pay thirty per cent, of 
the gross receipts nightly, but to pay back 
the principal. 
The members of the syndicate here had 
perfect confidence in the honesty of Buffalo 
Bill. They say in his business relations 
with every one on this side he always had 
been square, but that he is not a good judge 
of men, and is liable to be imposed upon 
by sharpers who have good address. 
They think it is possible some of his 
representatives may be responsible for this 
failure to make good the promises on which 
the syndicate was organized, and it is for 
that reason they are anxious to see Buffalo 
Bill and the books wherein are kept the 
accounts.

W a sh in g to n , December 14th.—The spe­ 
cial House Committee investigating the 
defalcation of cashier Silcott held a session 
to-day. According to the instructions of 
the House the committee immediately be­ 
gan an examination of the laws beanng 
upon the subject. 
One of the members of 
the committee said if it was decided that 
the Sergeant-at-Arms ia the disbursing 
officer, then a serious question arises as to 
bow individual deposits and accumulated 
salaries of m embers are to be regarded, 
while if it should be held that the Sergeant- 
at-A rm s is not a disbursing officer, then 
the extent of his agency and other various 
questions rem ains to be settled. 
A special committee will probably take 
further testim ony Monday, as some facts 
have come to light which cast a suspicion 
of forgery or other fraud upon certain 
transactions bad by Silcott with the N a­ 
tional M etropolitan Bank. 


LEEDOM CRITICISED. 
W a s h in g to n, December 14th.—Ex-Ser- 
geant-at-Arms Leedom has asked of the 
Special Committee the fullest investigation 
of his own personal conduct in connection 
with the Silcott defalcation. The commit­ 
tee has assured him that be shall have ail 
the investigation he wants. 
Mr. Leedom’s friends claim that while 
the committee sharply 
condemns him , 
they have not allowed him to see the evi­ 
dence on which they base their condemna­ 
tion. It is understood that the committee 
has concluded that Silcott was de facto if 
not de jure disbursing officer of the Govern­ 
ment, aud that they will report a deficiency 
bill to cover the shortage. 
It is definitely ascertained that Mr. Lee­ 
dom’s sureties are not responsible on his 
bond, for Silcott’? defalcation is distinctly 
lim ited lo liabilities occurring in the Fif­ 
tieth Congress, and the defalcation occurs 
in respect to salaries of members elected 
for the Fifty-first Congress. 
Prom inent members of the Special Com­ 
mittee discredit the Btory that Silcott has 
gone to Chile. An indictm ent for forgery 
is an extraditionable offense, and one 
will probably be brought in against Sil­ 
cott, who will be brought back if in Can­ 
ada. 
A FEW OVERDRAFTS. 


W a s h in g to n , December 14th.—The Even­ 
ing Star has the following: 
The develop­ 
ments in the case of the shortage in the 
Sergeant-at-Arms of the Honse, while they 
do not fix dishonesty upon anybody but 
Silcott, show astoundiDg looseness in the 
financial 
transactions 
throughout 
that 
office. 
Members of the House criticise Lee­ 
dom for this and for the alleged fact that 
he discounted members’ notes out of the 
public money. 
Among other things that they condemn 
him for, is that, as they say, he was per­ 
fectly aware of the bail habits of Silcott 
and yet trusted him in the face of this 
knowledge. 
Leedom 
and 
Silcott were 
both fond of attending the races and bet­ 
ting, therefore Leedom knew of the habit 
of his cashier, and he alleged that he knew 
Silcott was leading a fast life in other re­ 
spects. This was known, of course, to a 
num ber of the members also. 
The habit of discounting notes appears 
to have grown out of the rapid pace at 
which certain members of Congress were 
going, to som eextent, it is thought, in com­ 
pany with Silcott. 
The moral atmosphere w ithin certain 
circles in intim ate association with the 
Sergeant-at-Arms' offices does not appear 
to be clear. 
W hile thirty-five of the notes referred to 
in the Star some days ago are alleged to 
have been forgeries, there are a lot of notea 
in the safe which are genuine, and this 
loose discount business appears to have 
been going on for years. 
The committee are under the impression, 
as indicated by some of its members in 
discussing the m atter, that the advances 
which were made were from the public 
fund, and if Leedom was not aware of 
this fact it was because he knew nothing 
abont the state of his own or the public 
finances in the hands of Silcott. On this 
subject Leedom stated that discounting 
during the session of Congress was done 
with his own money, or w ith private 
moneys deposited with him and not out of 
the public fnnds, and when Congress was 
not in session the discounted notes were 
negotiated with the banks. 
W hen he was notified by the paying 
teller that he had overdrawn, he simply 
got the money out of his own fund in Sil- 
cott's part of the safe and made the neces­ 
sary deposit. 
It appears from the books of the Ser­ 
geant-at-Arms that Adams, who is Chair­ 
man of the Investigation Committee, has 
overdrawn his account to the am onnt of 
$79; that ex-Speaker Carlisle has over­ 
drawn his account $416; that Reed has 
overdrawn his account to the amount of 
$1,934. Other overdraws were also shown. 
A reporter made an investigation of the 
case of Speaker Reed and discovered it was 
in fact not an overdraft. Reed placed a 
certificate in the Sergeant-at-Arms’ office 
on the 4th of December, when the money 
was due for additional salary as Speaker, 
and authorized the procurance of a draft 
for the am ount on New Y’ork. A day or 
two afterwards he got the draft. His cer­ 
tificate should have been taken to the 
Treasury, the m oney drawn and the draft 
procured. 
It appears, however, that the money was 
not drawn from the Treasury, though the 
proper sum was paid to Reed. This gives 
the appearance of an overdraft. 
Adams oM Uinois, Chairman of the Sil­ 
cott Investigating Committee, said his ac­ 
count with the Sergeant-at-Arms was over­ 
drawn to the am ount of $70 through a 
miauuderstanding.

W a sh in g t o n , December 14th.—Assistant 
Secretary Chandler 
sitting with Judge 
Shields, Assistant Attorney-General for the 
Interior Departm ent, to-day heard the ar­ 
gum ent of connsel in the m atter of the ap­ 
plication of Frank Barns, Jr., to locate 
Valentine scrip locatable on any of the 
unoccupied public lands, and upon certain 
tide-water lands lying near Seattle and Ta­ 
coma, W ash., on Puget sound. 
The case directly and indirectly, it is 
said, involves the title to the water fronts 
of Seattle and Tacoma, including the im ­ 
provements valued at several m illion dol­ 
lars. 
Burns sought to file his application Jan ­ 
uary 9th and was refused by the local land 
officers. The case was taken on appeal be­ 
fore the Acting Land Commissioner, who 
reversed the decision of the local land 
office and directed B urns’ application be 
allowed. 
The question involved in this case is the 
right ot the General Government to dis­ 
pose of tide-water lands within the Terri­ 
tories. UDited States AciiDg Commissioner 
Stone in his decision held generally that 
tide-water lands w ithin the Territories are 
subject to the control and disposition of 
the sovereign power of the General Gov­ 
ernm ent as part of the pnblic domain, and 
hence are subject to locate on with Valen­ 
tine Bcrip. 
The Secretary, upon the representations 
of the protestante that large public inter­ 
ests were involved, exercised his super­ 
visory power and ordered the case to be 
brought before him for action. The pro­ 
testants num ber among them the Seattle 
Land and Im provem ent Company, the Ore­ 
gon Im provem ent Company, and the Ta­ 
coma Land Company. They claim ease­ 
m ent rights as riparian owners controlling 
the lands adjacent to tide lands. The State 
by its attorney denies the existence of any 
property rights in either ol the locations, 
claiming that under the rule of the Eüg- 
lish common law decision by Chief Justice 
Taney in the case of the Polard Leases vs. 
Hagan, and other authorities, that tide lands 
within Territories are not subject to entry 
or other disposition under existing laws 
except the particular land is specifically 
stated and described, but are held subject 
to the control of the State by reason ol its 
sovereignty, when it shall have been ad­ 
m itted iato the Union. 
The case was taken under advisement. 


N E V A D A ’S P O P U L A R S E N A T O R . 


A P r o m in e n t P e n n s y lv a n ia L a w y e r S u i­ 
c id e s a t th e C a p ita l. 
W a sh in g to n, December 14th.—Franklin 
B. Gowen, a well-known railroad officer 
and lawyer of Pennsylvania, killed him ­ 
self in a room at W ormley’s Hotel. 
Gowen came to W ashingfon on the 9th and 
has been here ever since. H e was engaged 
as counsel in some very im portant cases, 
which have been on hearing before the In ­ 
terstate Commerce 
Commission several 
dayB. 
The imm ediate circumstances surround­ 
ing the death of Gowen are shrouded in 
mvstery. The last seen of him at the hotel 
before bis dead body was discovered was at 
2 o’clock vesterday afternoon, when he 
came down to the dining-room to take 
lunch. He then appeared in excellent 
spirits. About noon to-dav a chamber­ 
maid went to the door for the third tim e. 
Finding it still locked she informed pro- 
prietoriW ormley, who made an investiga­ 
tion and looked through the transom . 
Lving on the floor was the dead body of 
Gowen, and beside his knee lay a pistol. 
Persons who saw the body were not able to 
tell how long Gowen had been dead. 


SKETCH OF HIS LIFE. 
Gowen was born in Philadelphia and 
was in his fifty-fonrth year. He was ad­ 
m itted to the bar in 1860, and in 1862 was 
elected District A ttorney of Schuylkill 
county. 
He was afterward retained as 
counsel for Philadelphia and in the Read­ 
ing and Girard Coal Trust. In 1869 he was 
chosen President of that company, but 
failed of re-election in 1881 on account of 
differencee regarding policy. H e wa3 re­ 
elected in 1882. Gowen conceived and put 
into operation the fight against the famous 
organization known as the “Mollie Ma­ 
guires.” 
In the trials which followed this 
movement Gowen was one of the counsel 
for the Commonwealth. 


HIS FRIENDS SHOCKED. 
P h il a d e l p h ia , December 
14th. — The 
news of Franklin Gowen'a death in W ash­ 
ington caused a great 
sensation 
here. 
Francis I. Gowen, a nephew of the ex-rail­ 
way President, and who has a law office in 
this city, was dszed at the intelligence. "I 
can form no idea,” said he. "as to w hat 
motives actuated him to take his life.” 
Mr. Gowen left for W ashington at 5 
o’clock this afternoon for the purpose of 
bringing the body to Philadelphia. Finan­ 
cial difficulties ate not suggested as the in­ 
centive for thJ. deed, as Gowen has been 
estim ated as worth between $200,000 or 
$300,000. The aiffmnncement that he had

B e r l in , December 14th.—The success of 
the Center party in the vote in the Reich­ 
stag relieving all theological students of 
the obligation to m ilitary service has stirred 
up considerable of a breeze in the upper 
world of politics, and Bismarck complains 
in regard to it that the highest interests of 
the Governm ent’s service are neglected for 
personal interests. 
The individual deputies of the Centerists 
secured the victory by rushiDg through a 
vote in the absence ot m any members of 
the Cartel party who were home doing 
what American politicians call “ taking care 
of their fences.” 
The National Zeitung announces that the 
Government will not accept this decision 
on this very important subject. 
Bismarck 
has hauled H err Boetticher over the coals 
for not preventing the vote, and Boetticher 
has prom ptly responded, throwing 
the 
blame on the Cartel combination. 
Bismarck answers to the effect that the 
Im perial Government measures m ust be 
settled iu the Reichstag before the middle 
of February, when he desires to dissolve 
that body. 
H err Boetticher’s task is not an easy one. 
Caucuses aDd conventions innum erable are 
being held throughout the empire prepar­ 
ing for the coming elections, and although 
all parties are active, the Socialists are 
pushing things more energetically than 
others, having already brought forward 205 
candidates. 
The comments of the journals of the 
Cartel party upon all this discloses an ap­ 
prehension in the Government group that 
the admirable organization of the Socialists 
will m ake them troublesome customers. 
The strikes of the miners will be a m at­ 
ter of great moment in the electoral game. 
In spite of the supposition that the West­ 
phalian strikers have been appeased, the 
strike is extending. 
In the Saar mines, 
7,000 men arc out, and it is feared that the 
strike of the remaining33,000 is im m inent. 
In Lower Silesia there will be a general 
strike on the first of the year, unless there 
is an advance of 10 per cent, in wages, and 
a concession of eight hours per day. The 
employers declare it impossible to concede 
these demands. 
H err Boetticher, in a conference with 
the employers, has referred to the import 
ance of the sDeediest possible settlement, in 
view of the pending elections. 
Many mass 
meetings of miners are to be held to m or­ 
row, and the general movement for strikes 
everywhere has aroused the discussion of a 
project to import Chinese labor, but the 
economic societies generally look upon it 
as a thing of doubtful reliability. 
The I’ortuguese Government recently ap­ 
plied to the Frankfort and Berlin banks to 
negotiate a loan of five m illion milreis, 
ostensibly for the execution of various 
public works. Bankers have now refused 
the loan, being alarmed by the advices 
from Lisbon touching negotiations there 
that have for their objective point the 
declaration of a Portuguese republic. The 
monarchist press in Lisbon continues to 
deny that there is any danger in the agita 
tion. 
Rom Pedro is preparing a manifesto to 
the Brazilians defending the acts of his 
m inisters and explaining the overthrow of 
the Empire. 
He says he will await tran­ 
quilly the expression of the will of the 
people, hopeful that in the coming election 
the people will pronounce favorably in 
favor of his Government. 
In all allusions to Dom Pedro the semi­ 
official press here continues to treat his re­ 
turn to Brazil as improbable and undesir­ 
able. 
Reichsbote m aintains the right of Ger­ 
m any to dom inant influence in southern 
Brazil. It says there are 200,000 German 
colonists iu 
the 
three 
provinces, and 
argues that if imm igration had not been 
checked the provinces would iong ere this 
have fallen as a ripe fruit into the hands of 
the German Government. 
Influenza has about run its course here. 
At least a third of the population have 
suffered from it and several members of 
the Im perial family had it. 
Dr. Parke telegraphs that Em in Pasha 
improves slowly, but that the bad sym p­ 
toms are disappearing.

“ In France undoubtedly the opinion is 
overwhelm ingly for peace. The anno ter­ 
rible left the country in ruins, w ithout a 
Government, w ithout an arm y and w ith­ 
out money. 
By efforts of heroism without 
parallel in history she accomplished what 
seems an impossible task. To-day she is a 
new France, stronger, richer and greater 
than before. H er enemies, no less than her 
friends, recognize this. 
Less than twenty 
years of peace haa done this for her. She 
wants twenty years more. 
FREE FROM SOCIALISM. 
“As well as. if not better than any other 
great power, France caD stand the strain of 
the costly peace to which Europe is sub­ 
jected. 
People m ay rave abont her being 
underm ined by ultra-radicalism, and of 
Paris being the hotbed of Sicialism. but no 
greater nonsense was ever talked. 
Paris is 
freer from Socialism than either England, 
Russia, Italy or Germany. 
French Social­ 
ism is merely an excrescence, and has no 
roots, or if it has any, they do not reach 
down to the core of the nation. Our So­ 
cialists make more noise than those of our 
neighbors, hot they are neither so num er­ 
ous nor so strong in their organization as 
those of our neighbors. 
“T hat is hard to believe? Take the fear­ 
ful days of the Commune, when Socialism 
ran am uck here. 
You probably fancy that 
the Communists were Frenchm en. That 
error is general. 
But it is not the less a 
historical fact, I can assure you, that the 
avowed leaders of the Commune found 
their strength not so much in their own 
countrym en as in foreign Socialists who 
had gathered in Paris, attracted by the 
scent of carnage as the vultures are by the 
scent of carrion. 
If for no other reason 
than the one I have just stated France 
wants peace. All the probabilities, there­ 
fore, point to peace as assured.”

P a r is , December 14tn.—Professor, poli­ 
tician, historian, journalist and philoso­ 
pher—in plain prose, ex-Minister, Senator 
and Academician—Jules Simon is one of 
those versatile, alm ost universal, geniuses 
who seldom carve their names on the tab­ 
lets ot fame, but when they do carve it cut 
deeply and lastingly. The Herald corre­ 
spondent was to-day accorded an interview 
by the Academiciau in the fourth-floor 
apartm ent he occupies in the Place de la 
Madeleine, and which he has occupied for 
upward of thirty years. 
“SI w me a m an’s books and I will tell 
you the m an” has been said. It would 
take m any a long day to obtain any clear 
perception of Jules Simon in this m anner, 
for of books he has an almost endless store. 
His library is utterly unequal to the task of 
holding them . They are doubly ranged 
on shelves, heaped up on the floor and 
have overflowed into the music-room and 
schoolroom. Simon has his grandchildren 
living with him and his books. The cor­ 
respondent was told that they found their 
way into alm ost every room in the apart­ 
ments. 
STILL HALE AND HEARTY. 
W hite-haired, clean shaven, with a schol­ 
arly stoop in his shoulders, Jules Simon is 
still hale aud strong, and gives one an idea 
of a m an who has yet m any years of his 
life's work before him . H e is easy and 
quiet in speech, his sole and infrequent 
gesture being a slight wave of the right 
baud, while the forearm leans upon bis 
desk. Of late years he has become rather 
deaf, though not inconveniently so. 
H e said; 
"I believe that France has 
passed through her most trying period 
with credit. The clouds have lifted and 
the horizon is bright. The Chamber in­ 
cludes a large contingent of new men who 
are not and cannot be indifferent to the 
wave of pnblic opinion, on the crest of 
which they were carried to the Palais Bour­ 
bon. Nor can the old Deputies lightly cast 
aside the lesson of the elections which was 
clear and em phatic. 
The country has 
plainly showed that it has had enough of 
theoretical politics, and is hungry for some­ 
thing practical and business-like. 
BENEFITING BY EXPERIENCE. 
“It may seem rather early to form a reli­ 
able judgm ent on the new Chamber, but 
there are indications which point unm is­ 
takably to the fact that it has well at heart 
the sorrowful teaching of the past. The 
political groups of the last session have 
disappeared, and iu their stead have arisen 
industrial, agricultural and 
commercial 
groups, which, as their names indicate, 
have thrown over the theoretical for the 
practical, andan which the members of all 
parties stand side by side. 
"Tben again, thongh certain portions of 
the press may repeat ad nanseum that 
there has been evidence of intolerance and 
latent disintegration in the Republican 
majority, the fact is not so. Contrast the 
debates of this session with those which 
ushered in the session of 1885. In a Cham­ 
ber in which the m ajority is thoroughly at 
one with the people, its pulse throbbing 
with the pu¡3e ot the people, ita brain 
working under the fresh and immediate 
influence of public opinion, only one re­ 
sult seems possible. 


WAR WILL COME FROM THE SOUTH. 
“You esk me if I expect war in the 
spring? I know nothing. 
Ask Crispi, 
and he would, I am sure, tell yon that he 
knows DOthing. Ask Prince von Bismarck 
and his reply would be sim ilar. Still, it is 
certain tbet Germany does not wish for it. 
It is not so certain that the Italian Govern­ 
m ent is anim ated by an equally pacific sen­ 
tim ent. Italy has come to such a pass as 
seems to reudei a violent solution probable. 
If war does break out it will come from the 
south. 
“ On the other hand, howevtr. Italian 
politicians cannot fail to recognize the 
potency of the reason* which weigh against 
war, nor can they afford to forget the les­ 
sons of history. W hatever m ight be the

P a r is, December I4th.—Stirring scenes 
occurred in the Chamber of Deputies this 
afternoon, while the secret service fund 
was under discussion. 
The M inister of 
the Interior demanded that the credit be 
voted w ithout an am endm ent, makiDg the 
m atter a question of confidence. 
The debate which followed was the most 
excited which the present House has wit­ 
nessed. 
A small section of Boulangista 
were m ainly instrum ental in stirring up 
the storm , and it was a regular field day. 
It was their opportunity, and they pro­ 
voked some of their opponents to despera­ 
tion. Dreyfus (Radical) had a bitter alter­ 
cation w ilh a well-known Lieutenant of 
Boulanger. Insults were exchanged, and 
it seemed at one m om ent that the parties 
would come to blows. The Chamber was 
in an uproar, and it was some tim e before 
the excitem ent subsided. 
The debate was finally closed, a vote 
taken, and the credit for the secret service 
adopted w ithout alteration, by 290 affirma­ 
tives and 192 negatives. The Right voted 
with the Boulangists against the Govern­ 
m ent. 
Dreyfus and Lagnerre pursued the quar­ 
rel outside the Chamber. Satisfaction was 
dem anded and seconds pas-ed between 
them . A challenge was given and accepted, 
and a duel arranged for to-morrow.

A royal 
salute was fired

L o m b a rd y 's I r o n C ro w n . 
W hen Napoleon I. was crowned K ing of 
Italy at M ilan in 1805 he placed the iron 
crown of the Kings of Lombardy upon his 
own head w ith his own hands, exclaiming: 
“ Dieu me l’a donne, gare a qui la touche” 
(“God has given it to me, beware who 
touches”). 
This, according to Scott, was 
the m otto attached to the crown by its an­ 
cient owners. 
The crown takes its name 
from the narrow iron hand w ithin it, which 
is about three-eighths of an inch broad and 
one-tenth of an inch in thickness. 
T radi­ 
tion savs that it was made out of one of 
the nails used at the crucifixion and given 
to Constantine by his m other, Helena, the 
discoverer of the cross, to protect him in 
battle. 
Afterward it was used in the coro­ 
nations of the Lombard Kings— prim arily 
at that of Agilultus at M ilan in 591. 
The 
crown is kept in the C athedral of Monza. 
T he outer circuit is composed of six equal 
pieces of lieaten gold, joined together by 
hinges and set w ith large rubies, emeralds 
and sapphires on a ground of blue-gold 
enamel. 
W ithin the circuit ia the “iron 
crown,” said to have no speck of rust upon 
it, although it has been exposed for over 
1,500 years.
